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THE TROUBLES OF ENGLAND 


TURKEY REJECTS THE EGYPTIAN 
PROPOSALS, 

DECLINING TO OCCUPY THE SOUDAN—BRIT- 
ISH COMMISSIONERS AT HERAT—THE 
EARL OF ROSEBERY’S MISSION. 

Lonpon, May 27.—It is asserted that the 
English proposais recently offered to the Turkish 
Envoy, Hassan Fehmi Pasha, for the occupa- 
tion of the Soudan by Turkey have been de- 
clined by the Porte. Fehmi Pasha returned to 
Constantinople from London with the proposals 
on the iith inst., after having bad an inter- 
yiew at Paris with M. de Freycinet, the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, who assured 
kim that the French Government would not op- 
pose the Turkish occupation of Suakin, nor of 
any part of the Soudan over which the Sultan 
elzimed suzerainty. The refusal to accept the 
proposals after the assurance received from M. 
de Freycinet causes considerable surprise. It is 
believed in some quarters that the Government 
received official notice from Turkey yesterday 
that its terms would not be accepted and that 
this was the reason for the issuance of the order 
for the Guards to land at Alexandria. The pro- 
posals permitted the Turkish Government to oc- 
cupy and control the Soudan, provided 
action were taken to suppress the slave 
trade and to develop commerce. The Porte 
would be free to assert its suzerain 
rights over the whole of the Soudan, including 
the province of Dongola. The completion of 
the railway between Suakin and Berber, under 
concession to an English company, was to be 
part of the understanding with the Turkish 
Government, although it had not been formaily 
referred to in the proposals. : 

Sheik Melik, a descendant of the Kings of 
Argo, has been appointed by the Khédive Gov- 
ernor of the Province of Dongola. He will be 
virtually an independent sovereign after the 
evacuation ot the province by the British is 
completed. The British Government disclaims 
responsibility for the appointment, andsays that 
it will not be answerabie for the result. 

A dispatch from Tirpul of last Saturday's 
date states that the British section of the Af- 
gban Frontier Commission, lately in charge of 
Sir Peter Lumsden, was then in camp at a point 
25 miles to the westward of Herat. The dispatch 
also states that the officers of the party visited 
Herat and were well received by both the au- 
thorities and people. The neutralization of the 
Penjdeh district is restoring quiet every where. 

Advices from India report that reinforcements 
of Cabuliinfantry have arrived at Herat, and 
that more are going thither from Candahar and 
Cabul: also that the Afghans are busily repair- 
ing the defenses of Herat. 

The Earl of Rosebery, Lord Privy Seal, and 
Count Herbert Bismarck have arrived at The 
Hague. 

LONDON, May 28.—Advices from Sinjou, 
where the British Boundary Commission is in 
camp, say that the Ameer’s proclamation was 
posted on the walls of Herat and that the Mol- 
lask publicly invoked a blessing thereon. The 
reports that the Afghans object to British occu- 
pation are unworthy of credit. They expect 
armed support and resent its being withheld. 

Paris, May 27.—It is rumored on the 
Bourse that the mission of the Earl of Rosebery 
to Berlin resulted in failure. 

Rome, May 27.—Signor Mancini, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has received a telegram from 
Capt. Ferrari announcing that King John of 
Abyssinia received him in a very cordial man- 
ner, and expressed a wish to maintain the most 
friendly relations with Italy. The dispatch also 
states that any unpleasant impression that may 
have been caused by the occupation of Masso- 
wah by the Italian forces has been entirely re- 
moved. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 27.—The Sea Canal 
was formally opened to-day. The Czar and the 
Ozarina, the diplomatic corps, the principal 
State magnates, and a large crowd of citizens 
were present at the ceremony. After the cere- 
mony their Majesties proceeded to Cronstadt 
and inspected the frigate Skobeleff and reviewed 
the squadron, which performed various evclu- 
tions. They then returned to the Peterhof Pal- 
ace.

TALK OF THE DAY IN PARIS. 
VICTOR HUGO TO BE BURIED IN THE PAN- 
THEON—THE RECENT RIOTS. 

Paris, May 27.—The Official Journal pub- 
iishes a decree restoring the Pantheon to its 
original use—a receptacie for the remains of 
great men—and ordering that the body of Victor 
Hugo be buried there. The funeral has been 
hxed for Monday next. 

Reports are in circulation that M. Allain- 
Targé, Minister of the Interior, meditates re- 
signing his portfolio. 

Many newspapers regard as a doubtful vic- 
tory the vote in the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday expressing confidence in the firmness of 
the Governmentin enforcing respect for the na- 
tional flag and in preventing the display of red 
tags and banners. The municipal authorities 
have resolved to censure the Prefect of Police 
and the police officers for their action on Sun- 


flay. 

M. Waddington, French Ambassador to Eng- 
land, bad a long interview to-day with M. de 
Freycinet, Minister of Foreign Affairs. He will 
return to ndon to-morrow. 

Admiral Galiber, Minister of Marine, to-day 
explained to the Budget Committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies his reasons tor favoring 
the continued building of large ironclads and 
numerous torpedo boats for the French Navy. 

No deaths have yet been reported as having 
resulted from the recent riots. Policeman Carnot 
is the only one injured who is seriously ill. The 
men arrested have for the most part received 
lenient sentences. The Government has decided 
to allow the carrying of red flags at the funeral 
ot Victor Hugo. Cardinal Grubert, Archbishop 
of Paris, and other clericals protest against the 
desecration of the Pantheon.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, May 27.—Sir Arthur Sullivan 
will sail on Saturday next for New-York. He 
proposes making a tour of the United States. 

The Angio-German Fiji Commission has agreed 
that Germany shall not establish a penal settle- 
ment in the Southern Pacific. 

It is reported that Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 


will resign in a few days on account of ill-health. 

It is rumored here that Col. French, who was 
on the Continent a short time ago, ostensibly in 
the interest of the African International So- 
ciety, but really to watch the movements of the 
dynamiters, bas given warning to Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, the Home Secretary,that there 
are many dynamiters in Lausanne and Geneva. 
Some bave recently arrived also in Paris. Two 
ot the dynamiters are from New-York, and 
possess entirely new explosive machines. Each 
machine is provided with three springs, but it 1s 
only necessary that one should go off to cause 
an explosion. 

Henry Irving successfully revived * Olivia” 
to-night. Irving’s Primrose is a fine concep- 
tion. Miss Terry surpassed herself. 

Lonpoxn, May 28.—The Daily Telegraph 
gays: ‘** Mr. Lowell’s farewell address will be 
read with no ordinary regret throughout Eng- 
land. There is not one Englishman but hopes 
that Mr. Loweil will soon be tempted to revisit 
our shores, where the welcome awaiting him 
wiil show that England always regards himas a 
most honored guest.” 


BerRutn, May 27.—An official announce- 
ment is made this afternoon that there is an im- 
provement in the condition of Emperor William 
and that the intestinal derangement from which 
he has been suffering has been checked, but that 
he is still confined to bis apartments. 

RoME, May 27.—The Technical Commit- 
tee of the Iniernationai Sanitary Conference re- 
jected to-day, by a vote of 9 to 2, the American 
proposal to authorize the sanitary condition of 
vessels to be verified by the countries to which 
the vessels are bound by the respective Consuls 
ot those count.ies at the portsof departure. 
The vote by which this decision was reached 
may not be final,as nine members of the com- 
mittee abstained from voting. M. Pioust’s mo- 
tion regarding means of cleansing vessels before 
sailing was adopted. Dr. Sternberg, the Ameri- 
can delegate, moved that a subcommitiee he 
appointed to study the best means of diinfec- 
tion. The motion was adopted, and Messrs. 
Sternberg, Eck, Thorr, Koch, and Proust were 
named as members of the committee.

OUTRAGES BY INDIANS. 


A NUMBER OF WHITE MEN MURDERED— 
MANY TRIBES ON THE WARPATH. 

Santa Fr, New-Mexico, May 27.—Last 
Saturday the Apaches killed two men at the 
Cantwelland Peterie ranch, on the Gila River, 
and on Sunday afternoon they killed Charles 
Stevenson, foreman of the Alby & Ingersoll 
ranch, and Harvey Moreland, son of James 
Moreland, living between Grafton and Fairview. 
The bodies were found about six miles north of 
Grafton. When discovered they were still warm. 
Moreland had been shot several times, and when 
found was lying on his back with an iron rod 
driven through his head into the ground. Frank 
Adams, son of George Adams, a ranchman resid- 
ing near Fairview, is supposed to have been 


kilied also. His hat was found near the bodies 
of Stevenson and Moreland. 

A detachment of the Fourth Cavalry under com- 
mand of Capt. Chaffee, is to-day scouring the San 
Mato Mountains in hot pursuit of the Indians. 
The troops are not more than 10 or 12 hours 
behind, and a fight is expected to-morrow. The 
killing of Frank Adams has been confirmed by 
the finding of his body about half a mile from 
where Stevenson and Moreland were killed. 


Winstow, Arizona, May 27.—About 160 
Navajos, Utes, and Piutes, all thoroughly armed 
and with war puinton, camped near Hardy’s 
Monday night. It is reported that they are 
making preparations to join Geronimo’s band of 
Apaches. Later information from the front in- 
dicates that the hostiles are on Diamond Creek, 
northeast of Fort Bayard, in the Black Mount- 
ains. Col. Morrow anda number of scouts are 
in that vicinity. Col. Biddle, with a battalion of 
the Sixth Cavalry,is near Hillsborough, and 
Lieut. Davis, with 60 White Mountain Apache 
scouts, is on the trail of the hostiles. 


DEMING, New-Mexico, May 2?.—Thirty 
indians passed near here yesterday, heading for 
Mexico. The cavairy are in close pursuit. The 
bodies of five Americans who were killed by In- 
dians were found at Blue River on Monday. The 
stare which runs petween Eagle and the Grafton 
mining camp, in the Black Range, has not been 
heard from, and itis thought it has been capt- 
ured by the Indians. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—Adjt-Gen. Drum 
received a telegram from Gen. Bradley to-day 
saying that he would need no additional troops 
to settle the Indian disturbance unless other out- 
breaks should occur. 

SILVER City, New Mexico, May 27.— 
Parties from Alma came through last night 
bringing news of additional murders by 
Chiet Geronimo’s band of Apaches, as follows; 
An old man named Benton, two brothers named 
Sutter, Pete Anderson, James Montgomery.W. E. 
Lyon, a man named Baxter, and another named 
Smith. ‘twenty-four men are known to have 
been killed within a radius of 24 miles. Seven 
were buried by the troops and 17 by the citizens. 
The troops intercepted a band of Indians who had 
commenced a raid onasrettiement on the Gila 
River, driving them back into the mountains. 
Gov. Sheldon has ordered out four companies of 
mounted militia to co-operate with the regulars, 
two from Socorro under Col. Eaton and two 
trom Laguana under Col. Marmon. The latter 
companies are composed of Pueblo Indians.

AN EXCITING SCENE IN 
Pe” eee 
A WITNESS ASSAULTED BY A PRISONER’S 
DAUGHTER. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 27.—A scene was en- 
acted to-day in the Quarter Sessions Court, 
where Judge Finletter presided, which for some 
time interrupted the business of the court. 
Margaret Brooks, a middle-aged woman living 
near Fourth and Spruce streets, was charged 
with being acommon scold. The jury convicted 
her, and Judge Finletter imposed an imprison- 
ment of four months. Seated in the audience 
was her daughter. Mary Brooks, apparently 
about 16 years of age, strong and ropust. 
When ber mother was placed in the dock 
Mary began crying ** Mother! Mother!” ina 
loud voice, and, jumping to her feet, struck with 
ber clinched fist a lady past middie age who had 
appeared as a witness in the case,crying at the 
same time, ** What did you go against my moth- 
er for?” She was immediately siezed by two 
officers, who attempted to .eject her from the 
room, and a contest ensued which brougbt 
every one in the courtroom to their feet. ‘he 
girl screamed and struggied,and the mother 
ran up and down the dock wringing her hands 
and crying tor her child. Finally, the girl 
was ejected and the mother taken out 
by officers, The Judge’s attention’ was tben 
called to the girl's assault on one of 
the witnesses, and the girl was brought back by 
his orders and pluced at the bar of the court. 
The woman who had been assaulted was sworn 
and testified to the fact, and further that Mary 
had threatened her before the trial if she ap- 
peared against her mother. The Judge inquired 
ot the defendant if she had heard what the 
woman said, and Mary, still crying, said, ** What 
did she swear against my mother for?” and, ad- 
dressing the witness, said, ‘Everybody around 
Spruce-street knows what you are.” Judge 
Finletter told Mary to stand up, and said to her 
that in striking the blow she had been guilty of 
contempt of court, and he would impose an im- 
prisonment upon her of four months. At this 
the girl again became frantic, and fiercely 
fought the oilicers. It required all the strength 
of two of the strongest officers in the room to 
remove her without injury,

VIRGINIA'S LOCAL ELECTIONS, 

RrcHMOND, Va., May 27.—The result of 
the local elections in this State to-morrow is 
looked forward to with much interest by poli- 
ticians in both parties. These elections are for 
county officers. In Norfolk, Petersburg, and a 
few of the smaller towns most of the municipal 
offices are to be filled. The canvass for these 
local contests has been conducted very guietly, 
and the State Committees of both sides have re- 
frained from appearing to take any special in- 
terest in them. Were they to do otherwise the 
result would be claimed to be more significant 
than might be desirable. As it is, it matters not 
which party may carry the greatest number of 
counties and towns to-morrow, the other side 
is prepared to claim that the resuit will be of 
no political significance. The Mahoneites hope 
that the disappointment of many Democrats to 
receive Federal appointments in this State will 
create discord amoug members of that party. In 
afew of the “ black” counties, where the strength 
of the two parties is pretty evenly divided, the 
Democrats have put in colored men for some of 
the minor offices. ‘'be election to-morrow will 
be conducted by officers provided for under the 
election law passed by the Democrats at the last 
session of the Legislature, and which Mahone 
has so persistentiy fought in the courts. The 
Democrats will have control of ali of the elec- 
tion machinery. 





THE CROPS IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., May 27.—Local showers 
have been frequent during the week in the 
Northwest, and vegetation of ali kinds isina 
most promising condition. A member of a lead- 
ing elevator firm has just returned from a trip 
extending over all the linesof the Manitoba 
Road. He reports a satisfactory condition of 
things at ail points. A heavy rain and hail 
near Fargo occurred during the latter part of 
the week, but little damage was caused. In 
some places waterspouts burst and Washed some 
wheat out of the ground, but the dumage is 
ve y insigniticant. Secretary Baker, of the Du- 
luth Board of Trade, has received reports from 
15 Minnesota and 6 Dakota counties as to the 
condition, &c., of Spring wheat. Two counties 
reporta slight decrease in acreage over last 
year, 4 about the same, and all the rest an in- 
crease from 5 to 25 percent. Nearly all report 
favorabie weather for seeding. The amount of 
—— in store is generaily reported iess than 
usual. 





WOMAN SUFFRAGE VOTED DOWN. 

CuicaGco, May 27.—During to-day’s ses- 
sion of the convention of the Episcopal Diocese 
of lilinois, Col. George H. Harlow, one of the 
lay members, created a sensation by moving an 
amendment to the canon, giving women a right 
tu vote at the election of church officers. The 
proposition was received with some ievity, but 
was warmly supported by the Rev. Dr. 
Jewell, of Evanston. Bishop McLaren tried to 
cut the discussion short by remarking that 
he had no sympathy with the Belva Lockwood- 
ism of the times, and that he must strenuously 
object to the conservative Episcopal Church 
taking the lead in this experimental woman’s 
rights business. Another lay member—the new 
Postmaster, S. Corning Judd—also opposed the 
motion, contending that the proposed change 
was contrary to Scripture and to ecclesiastical 
law, and was not ever desired by the women 
themselves. ‘'be motion was finally lost, the 
clergy voting 11 yeas and 24 nays and the 
parishes yoting 6 yeas and 24 nays. 





POOL SELLING TO BE STOPPED. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 27.—Judge Allen, 
of the Criminal Court, this evening instructed 
the Grand Jury to indict all persons found seil- 


ing or buying pools on races after to-morrow, 
as he had discovered tnat the law passed by the 
Legislature authorizing their saie was unconsti- 
tutional. The order created considerable ex- 
citement in sporting circles.

POUNDMAKER A PRISONER 


oe 
THE BIG CHIEF SURRENDERS UN- 
CONDITIONALLY. 
MIDDLETON HOLDS THE LEADERS AND TWO 
MURDERERS AND ALLUWS THE OTHER 
INDIANS TO DEPART. 

Orrawa, Ontario, May 27,—In the House 
of Commons this atternoon the Minister of Militia 
read the following telegram from Gen. Middle- 
ton, dated Battleford: ** 1 have made prisoners of 
Poundmaker and Lean-Man, Yellow-Mud Blank- 
et and Breaking-Through-the-Ice being the 
most influential and dangerous men about him. 
I have also White Bear, who killed Indian In- 
structor Payne, and Wahwainita, who killed 
Tremont, the rancher. My next task may be 
Big Bear. Poundmaker brought in the teams 
taken and gave up 210 stands of arms and five 
revolvers. I have ordered them to give 
up the flour taken and the horses and 
cattle, ana am _  =sending part of the 
police to see that it is all given up. 
The Ninetieth has just arrived by steamer and 
isincamp. The rest are coming by land. If 
obliged to move on the Indians I propose to or- 
ganize a force of mounted infantry made up of 
mounted police, Belton’s scouts, and some 
mounted artillerymen, in all about 300 men, and 


witb light carts and as little baggage and sup- 
plies as possible, so as to scour the whole coun- 
try and strike rapidly. Iexpect that Bir Bear 
willsoon give up. If he does J shail treat him 
asI bave done Poundmaker. If he does not I 
shall attack him immediately.” 

There was great excitement here in the lob- 
bies of the Parliament House to-day over the 
interview published between Rie! and the Cnap- 
lain who went down on the boat with the rebel 
leader to Regina. The French Canadian members 
of the House, who have been insisting on Riel 
being treated leniently all along, discredit the 
report that he bas denounced the Catholic Church 
and the Pope. If he has done so they say they 
will stand by him no longer, and _ he will have to 
pay the penalty of his crime with his life. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 27.—The fol- 
lowing is Poundmaker’s message to Gen. Mid- 
dieton, received at Carleton: 

Stn: I am camped with my pooute on Eagle Hills 
where Iam reached by the news of the surrender of 
Riel. No letter came with the news,so I cannot tell 
how far it may betrue. 1 send some of my mentoyou 
to learn the truth and terms of peace. land my peo- 
ple wish you to send terms in writing so that we may 
be under no misunderstanding, from which so much 
trouble arises. We have 21 prisoners, whom we have 
tried to treat well in every respect. ith greeting, 

POUNDMAKER, by mark. 

Gen. Middleton’s reply to him was as follows: 

STEAMER NORTHCOTE, May 28. 

POUNDMAKER: I have utterly defeated the half 
breeds and Indians and have made prisoners of Riel 
and most of his council. I have made no terms with 
them, neither will | make terms with you. I have men 
enough to whip you and your people or at least drive 

ou away to starve, and will do su unless you bring in 
the teams you took, yourself and your counselors to 
me, with your arms, at Battleford, on Friday, the 29th. 
Iam giad to hear you treated the prisoners wel! and 
have released them. 

FREDK. MIDDLETON, Major-General. 

In accordance with this, Poundmaker sur- 
rendered to-day. At 8 o'clock this morning a 
wagon train numbering 67 vehicles arrived with 
the half breeds, who corralled themselves just 
west of the barracks and then laid down their 
arms. The party numbered about 150 all told. 
Yhe arms consisted of 4 riflea and 17 guns, and 
on searching their wagons some few rifies were 
found. At ll o'clock an Indian rider, in full 
war paint, dashed in saying that Poundmaker 
would arrive within an hour to surrender with 
all his counselors. Promptiy on time Pound- 
maker arrived with the captured wagon train, 
some stock, and wagons loaded with repeat- 
ers and shotguns, with a_ few flintlocks, 
numbering in all 210. Gen. Middleton then held 
a big powwow, which lasted three hours. 
Poundmaker blamed Riel for inciting the In- 
dians to rise, and said he came in to tell the 
General to kill him so as to save his people. 
Several chiefs followed, all blaming Riel for 
misleading them. A scene occurred during the 
powwow, when Gen. Middleton asked who killed 

Zarney Tremont and Payne. One brave, a 
Stoney, rose from the circle, kneeled at Gen. 
Middleton's feet, and said the great chief could 
cut him ip pieces as he haa killéd Payne. He 
turther said he did not want all punished 
for his offense. He said he killed Payne 
in self-defense, He said he demanded 10 days’ 
rations from the instructor,as he was going 
hunting. He was refused, and alleges that 
Payne attempted to grasp his shotgun. He suc- 
ceeded, but the Indian regained it and shot him 
with buckshot. .His grandson confessed to mur- 
dering in cold blood ney Tremont, who was 
greasing a wage. The murderers were then ar- 
rested. Gen. Middleton detained the leaders, 
and told the others to go back to their respect- 
ive reserves for the present, and if they con- 
ducted themselves properly they would get ra- 
tions. The braves departed happy. 

Poundmaker and the other chiefs are under 
guard at the fort. When asked what he was go- 
ing to do Poundmaker replied: ‘I cannot say,"’ 
but added that an unknown power drew him 
eastward, When informeéc Riel’s deteat was ad- 
mitted, he said he promised Riel aid. He also 
said that his destination was unknown. Ques- 
tions regarding the pillaging of the Bull train 
and shooting of the scout, Elliot, were satisfac- 
torily answered. He said past events would not 
have occurred had he known he was regarded 
as such a great chief. He said he had sent word 
to Big Bear to surrender, He also said that-Col. 
Otter attacked him at Cut Knife as he was pre- 
paring to start for Devil’s Lake. 

The following half breeds have been arrested 
for participating in the fightat Cut Knife Creek: 
Baptiste Hoyer, Andrew Sayer, Alex Bremer, 
Charles Bremer, and a white man named Robert 
Jefferson, who was instructor with Pound- 
maker. The remainder of Poundmaker’s party 
is expected in to-morrow. They evidentiy 
brought the least valuable of their arms to-day 
and the young braves are believed to have all 
the best rifles. It is thought they will break 
into small parties and escape to the Unitea 
States. 

Although the uprising is virtually ended, the 
Summer will be spent disarming the Indians 
and trying the half breeds. The settlers say 
they will not venture back to their farms until 
the Indians are put where they can do no harm. 

A Calgarry dispatch says the advance force of 
Gen, Strange’s column has reached Saddle Lake. 
The stores there were plundered by Big Bear's 
Indians some weeks ago. Major Steele’s com- 
mand of mounted police and scouts have already 
found Big Bear’s band, but without an en- 
counter. Smoke Hiils isa very difficult country 
to scout, as it is a succession of bluffs, ravines, 
and woods, forming choice ground for ambus- 
cades. Gen. Strange is pressing Big Bear closely 
with his advance and main column, yet it is 
really possible for Big Bear to give him the slip 
north, east, or even south across the Saskatche- 
wan. Good authorities here are of the opinion 
that if Big Bear wants to avoid an engagement 
he wil) either surrender or make for the North, 
where it will be impossible to follow him. The 
halt-breed i 2 ommissioners left for the 
North to-day. hey were supplied with Win- 
chester rifles and 250 rounds of ammunition, 

Toronto, May 27.—The funeral of Lieut. 
Finch, of the Royal Grenadiers, who was killed 
at the battle of Batoche and whose body was 
sent here for interment, took place to-day, and 
was probably the grandest military funeral since 
the burial of the viotims of the Fenian raid. A 
large number of volunteers paraded for the 
funeral, and the casket, which was wrapped ino 
the union jack, was drawn through the streets 
on an artillery gun carriage by six horses. The 
funeral was witnessed by thousands of spectat- 
ors, and a volley of musketry was fired over the 
grave. HRepresentative volunteers from differ- 
ent parts of the Province were present. 





LAWYER SHERMAN RELEASED. 

Syracuse, N. Y., May 27.—Thomas 
Parish Sherman, the New-York lawyer, was re- 
leased from the Onondaga Penitentiary this after- 
noon on a stipulation of the attorneys on both 
sides. Sherman was arrested last April in Syra- 
cuse on an order of arrest issued by Judge Don- 
ohue, of New-York, in asuit brought by Row- 
land G. Hazard, of Providence, R. I., who al- 
leged that Sherman borrowed $3,000 from him 
on a promissory note and gave as 4 collateral an 
assignment of his interest in a bequest to 
Augustus M. Swift, under the willgf Join L, 
Swift, of New-York City. Mr. Hazard ascer- 
tained that Sherman had collected $3,360 on the 
Switt legacy and had not paid it over. Sherman 
wasa member of the Bar Association of New- 
York and of the Union_and University Clubs. 
His father, who lived in Newburg, wasa Justice 
of the Supreme Court, and young Shermer was 
admitted to the Bar in 1870. He was a Trustee 
in a bondof $55,000 of the will ot Hamilton 
White, of Syracuse, whose daughter, Mrs. John 
L. Swift, he had married.

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., May 27.—On Jan. 24 
the house of the Misses Schermerhorn, two old 
maiden Jadies living alone in Rotterdam, was 
broken into at night by two masked men, who 
beat the women severely with sand ciubs and 
then robbed them of asmallsum of money and 
some jewelry.

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JOHN L. SULLIVAN'S BRUTALITY. 


HIS WIFE TELLS A COURT HOW HE BEAT 
AND ABUSED HER. 

Boston, May 27.—The trial of the divorce 
suit of Annie Sullivan against John L. Sullivan, 
the champion “slugger,” for “ cruel and abusive 
treatment and gross and confirmed habits of in- 
toxication,” was begun in the Supreme Court 
this afternoon. Mrs. Sullivan's story was in 
substance as follows: 

“I was married to John L. Sullivan May 1, 
1888, at Roxbury; his habits were good for six 
months after marriage. Then he began to drink 
badly, and became intoxicated very frequently, 
and I often had to undress and take care of him. 
The first time he abused me was while traveling 
in the West; we stopped at a place in Montana 
a few hoursand he came into the dining room 
and kicked me and threw things at me 
for no cause whatever. At. Leadville 
he drank hard and drove me out of 
the hotel with a pitcher. After we 
returned to Boston he never came home 


until 8 o'clock in the morning; he did not 
carry a latch-key, and required me to sit up 
to wait for him. 1 went to bed one night 
tired out with long waiting; he came home and 
kicked the door in, and abused me for locking 
him out. I left him in December, 1884. For a 
year previous to that he was drunk nearly all 
the time, and abused me frequently. Last Sum- 
mer I was in Natick, R. I.,at my brother's house. 
One Sunday John struck me with his fist in the 
face and knocked me senseless over the back of 
a trunk. Again in Qotober he struck me 
with ap umbrella. From that time until 
December 6, 1884, the date I left him, 
his conduct toward me was very brutal. 
I have been under the doctor's care ever 
since I left Mr. Sullivan. I lived in New-York 
previous to my marriage with a Mr. Davis. Mr. 

tiokney, a hack driver whom I had known for 
years, introduced me to Mr. Sullivan.” 

The witness, on cross-examination, declined to 
say whether she had lived with Sullivan before 
her marriage to him. She then continued: “I 
knew what Mr.Sullivan's occupation was; 1 don’t 
remember seeing him drink much previous to our 
marriage: saw him drink beer occasionally, but 
I didn’t drink with him; I was married to him 
after the fight with Ryan, and knew that he was 
the Sullivan who figured in that contest. He told 
me that he was going to retire from the business 
when he made money enough, and he did make 
money enough, but spent it, and I never knew 
of his having any other business; I wanted him 
to retire, and asked him todo so several times.” 

At this point Mrs, Sullivan became so ex- 
hausted and appeared so weak that Judge Allen 
suspended her further testimony until to-mor- 
row morning. 

Mrs. Adams, of Natick, corroborated the 
testimony of Mrs. Sullivan. relative to 
the Natick assault, and said that Sulli- 
van said to her that all he was sorry for was 
that he did not blacken the other eye. Wit- 
ness saw him kick his wife, and it made a black 
and blue spot on her side as large as one’s hand. 
Last January, atter they separated, witness 
heard Sullivan say, “If I can only get my hand 
on her T’ll kill ber.” 

, At this point the court adjourned until morn- 
ng.

EXCITING CONTEST BETWEEN PROFES- 
SIONAL FOUR-OARED CREWS. 

NeEw-Or.LEANS, May 27.—The races at the 
St. John Regatta to-day were highly exciting, 
and attracted about 3,000 people to the course 
on Lake Pontchartrain. The first race, for 
amateur wherries, a mile and a_ half 
with a turn, was won by Charles H. 
Mebrhoff, a young oarsman of the Kolipse Club. 
His father held the local championship at this 
style of rowing for several years, and yielded it 
to his son when the latter became old enough to 
row. Mehrhoff rested several times coming 
back, and won easily by a dozen lengths in 18:03. 
Lucien Soniat, of the St. John’s, came in second, 
50 yards in front of John E. Sullivan, of the 
Proteus Ciub. 

The second race was for pair-oared shells. The 
famous Excelsiors of Detroit, Mich., were the 
only entries for some time. Two weeks ago, to 
make the contest interesting, the local Eclipse 
and Riverside Clubs got up crews to fill the race. 
Standish and Clegg of the Exceisior, 
started with a forty-four stroke, and drew 
away so fast that the Riversides, after 
a lively race with the Eclipse crew. turned back 
and went home. The Eclipse pair, rowing their 
first race at that style, kept on pluckily, but 
hopelessly. The Excelsiors went to the three- 
quarters stake and rounded it in 5:30, and then 
went in toward the shore and rowed home in 
smooth water, never falling below a 40-stroke, 
and winning by an eighth of a mile in 10:05. 

The race between the professional fours was 
avery exciting contest.

-4 DANGEROUS FIRE IN AN EAST 
SIDE TENEMENT. 

THE LIVES OF MANY TENANTS ENDANGERED 
—ONLY ONE MAN INJURED—A PLUCKY 
BOY'S EFFORT TO SAVE HIS MOTHER. 

The tenement house at No. 98 East 
Fourth-street {3 a six-story structure, and each 
floor, except the first and second, accommodates 
four families, so that there were 20 families in 
the house last evening. In the front of the first 
or high basement floor are stores occupied by a 
furniture dealer and a crockery dealer, that of 
the latter being nearest Second-avenue. The 
house was built last year, and is admira- 
bly constructed in respect of both stair- 
Ways and fire escapes, but was provided 
with air and light shatts which were of the kind 
that have so frequently been condemned, be- 
cause they facilitate the spread of afire. At 
9:30 o'clock last nicht the crockery store was 
closed and the proprietor and his family, who 
moved in a month ago, were out. Shortly after 
an odor of smoke was noticed all over the 
hous® but it was ascribed to a bonfire which 
some boys were building in the street. A few 
minutes later smoke poured out of a crevice in 
the woodwork of the show window of the crock- 
ery store, andina moment flames burst forth. 

Many of the families in the house were in- 
formed of their danger by a man from the 
street, who ran up to the third floor, and they 
escaped by the stairs. Others did not know of 
the fire until it was traveling up the air shafts 
tothe roof, and at each floor filling the halls 
with smoke so dense and hot as to prevent 
the descent of any one above the second 
floor, so that those who had not left 
the building were driven to the fire escapes 
front and rear. An alarm had been sent out, 
and when Truck Companies Nos. 9 and 8 arrived 
some of the members reached the first platform 
of the front fire escape with a short ladder and 
speedily let down a number of frightened wom- 
en and children, while some went up the stairs 
and rescued others. But the fire, which had 
reached the top floors, was spreading laterally 
through the building and threatening to destroy 
the whole house. A second alarm was sent out 
and it was soon followed by a third. 

At this time several versons were in serious 
peril. F. W. Wottrich,a boy 15 years old, had 
just come home from work when the fire broke 
out. He discovered that it had started in the 
crockery store, and remembering that his in- 
valid mother was alone in the west front 
flat on the top fioor, ne dashed up stairs 
and found her ignorant of the danger. The 
lad, securing some papers and valuables, 
tried to lead his mother, who had two cages of 

t birds, down stairs. They were driven back 

y the smoke, and, abandoning the birds, went 
to the front flre escape and began to descend, 
At tbe fourth floor platform Mrs. Wottrich 
fainted, and her son held her until the firemen 
arrived and carried her down to the street. 

In the west front flat of the second floor were 
Mrs. J. W. Lee, who was in bed, her newly born 
baby, her children, Lulu May and Bessie Pearl; 
her brother, E, T. Bruen; her mother, Mrs. C. 
A. Bruen, of Madison, N. i and_ her ststers-in- 
law, Mrs. A. H. and Mrs. H. Bruen. 
They did not know of the fire until

Mrs. Lee was so 
paralyzed by terror that she obstinately refused 
to be carried out, and all were losing their heads, 
when William Hart, of No. 118 East Third-street, 
rushed in and took Mrs. Lee out by foree. Ed- 
ward Bruen rescued the baby and the others got 
to the street by the front stoop. Mrs. Julia 

Duffield, who lived in the front east flat on the 

top floor with her daughter Lilly, 17 years old, 

was mupenes by the fire and lost her presence 
of mind, so that when she got cn the fire escape 
she could’ hardly be restrained by her daughter 
from throwing herself into the street. The

Mr. and Mrs. Robert Krojunku and their child 
were found unnerved and unable to save. them- 
selves in the east front flat on the second floor 
by Assistant Foreman Michael McAvoy, of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. who, aided 
by members of the company, carried 
them down. In the west front flat of 
the fourth floor was Henry Frank, his wife, 
and three children, and Josephine Gamblicher. 
Frank, his wife, and two children escaped 
easily, but Josephine, finding descent by the 
stairs impossible, made her way to the rear fire 
escape, and went sately to the yard with the 
third child, which had been ieft with her. All 
this occurred while the fire was being extin- 
guished, and this was accomplished half an hour 
after the alarm was given. 

hile the members of the Fire Insurance 

Patrol were at work on the various floors, J. V. 
Moore, of the Secund Patrol, hearing that a man 
bad been seen too up stairs, and that he had 
not returned, searched for him and found him 
lying insensible on the floor of a room on 
the fourth story, He dragged him partly 
down the next flight of stairs, although 
half suffocated himself. Then ne sge- 
cured belp and the man was. carried 
out. An ambulance was summoned, but before 
it arrived the man revived and said he was A. Z. 
Gardener. He was near by when the alarm was 
given, and he went into the house to reseus 
people. He was twice driven back by the smoke 
before he was abie to go up stairs. He was 
mene his way to the front fire escape when he 
fell exhausted. He was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, where it was said he would recover. 

The losses by the fire are about $3,000 on the 
building, which is owned by Josepn Scheffler; 
$2,500 to the various families occupying it. $500 
to the furniture dealer, A. R. Fiske, and $800 to 
the crockery dealer, M. Pick, who, with his fam- 
ily, had gone toa picnic. Fire Marshall Sheldon 
will to-day investigate the outbreak in Pick’s 


store.

QUARRELING AT A FUNERAL. 
BourraLo, May 27.—Considerable con- 
fusion was occasioned this afternoon at the 
funeral of James V. Hayes,a well-known resi- 
dent and an ex city official. The mother, brother, 
and sister insisted that the burial should be 
under Roman Catholic rites, while the wife 
maintained that she had talked with her husband 
and that he had expressed a desire to be buried 
with Protestant ceremonies and to be interred at 
Forest Lawn Cemetery.

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INJURIES CAUSED BY AN EXPLOSION.

He 
was in the rear of his store pumping out oil into 
a gasoline stove, which was burning. The 
stove exploded and Mr. Richter was hor- 


ribly burned about the face, head, shoul- 
ders, and hands. The face was so badly 
scorched that the flesh peeled off, and his eyes 
were burned so _ badly that he will lose his sight.

DIVORCES IN CONNECTICUT. 
Re ee) SEI 

A SMALLER NUMBER THAN USUAL GRANTED 

—A PECULIAR CASE, 
HARTFORD, May 27.—The Superior Court 
for this county, which has been in session since 
January,{ will adjourn to-morrow. Thirty di- 
vorces have been granted, which is a somewhat 
smaller number than usual. About 100 cases a 
year are commonly disposed of favorably for the 
petitioner. The old “omnibus clause,” so 
called, which permitted divorce for general mis- 
conduct, was stricken from the statute afew 
years ago and now it is necessary to prove 
adultery, intolerable cruelty, habitual intem- 
perance, or desertion tor at least three years. 
Most of the cases disposed of this year were 
for desertion, with a few each for the other 
assigned causes of divorce. One of the most pe- 
culiar cases tried at this term grew out of a di- 
vorce in which Mr. Eaton, of Plainville, peti- 
tioned for a divorce on the ground that his wife 
had had improper relations with Frank Bar- 
rows, of New-Britain. Pending the trial, Judge 
Stoddard stopped the eer and had Bar- 
rows arrested on acharge of adultery, and he 
was convicted and sentenced to State prison for 
tour years, being the trst conviction of that 
crime where there had been a fight made in the 
courts. Barrows got a new trial, and it took 
Place, as stated, at thi8 term of the court. 
During this trial Mr. Eaton appeared to 
assist rrows, having resumed amicable rela- 
tions with his wife, and said he was a 
satisfied that his wife wasinnocent. Since the 
acquittal of Barrows there have been new de- 
velopments, which have opened the eyes of Mr. 
Eaton. His wife left him suddenly, and he saw 
that she had been smart enough to deceive him. 
Meanwhile Barrows disappeared from his favor- 
ite haunts in the vicinity of New-Britain, and 
recently advices have been received that he is 
living in Bridgeport. A gentleman in Hart- 
ford to-day says that Mrs. Eaton is in 
Bridgeport also. This would seem to be a 
dangerous experiment, as both are liable 
to arrest in Fairfield County. A proved act of 
adultery in the court here, wnich did not affect 
the trial because it was committed in New- 
Haven County, outside the jurisdiction of Hart- 
ford County, is availuble for bringing an infor- 
Mation against Barrows or Mrs. Eaton in that 
county, but when the matter was before the 
courts here State Attorney Doolittle, of that 
county, refused to interfere, because he thought 
Hartford County should attend to its own 
criminal cases. Now there is an opportunity on 
the face of the facts as represented for the Fair- 
fleld County Attorney to make it uncomfortable 
for Barrows and the woman, between whom 
there appears to exist a mutual infatuation. It 
is probable that State Attorney Fessenden, of 

Stamford, will move in the matter. 
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THE SEQUEL TU A FAILURE. 


VERDICT AGAINST A BROKER IN WHISKY 
WAREHOUSE CERTIFICATES, 


Cuicaao, May 27.—In the County Court 
this morning the jury returned a verdict of 
$329 20 for the plaintiff in the case of Solomon 
Geissmann against Wilham Mida. While this suit 
involves only a trifling amount, other suits de- 
pend on its final outcome which involve nearly 
$1,000,000, all the outgrowth of the failure of 
Newcomb & Buchanan and the Anderson Dis- 


tilling Company, of Louisville, Ky. The bank- 
rupts absconded to Canada. They had issued 
duplicate warehouse receipts for large amounts 
ot bonded whisky in their warehouses and had 
disposed of them before they failed. Many of 
those warehouse receipts had passed through 
several hands, and when finally the purchasers 
wanted to take possession of their goods the 
whisky called for in the certificates could not 
be found. William Mida, a Chicago broker, dis- 
posed of certificates calling in util for 200 bar- 
rels, and the suit just decided against him in- 
volved 15 barrels which he had sold to Geiss- 
mann, The defense claimed that it had been 
the duty of the purchaser to ascertain 
within a reasonable time whether the property 
represented by the certificate did in reality ex- 
ist, and proved a | a@ number of witnesses that 
under the prevailing custom the delivery and 
acceptance of a warehouse certificate completed 
a sale and relieved the seller from all further re- 
sponsibility, unless it could be shown that he 
had been aware of the bogus character of the 
certificate. The defense also proved that. Mr. 
Mida was innocent of wrongdoing, having m 
reality only acted asa broker. The jury, bow- 
ever, found a verdict for the’ plaintit? and 
awarded him the amount of the purchase money, 
with interest. An appeal will be taken. 


POLITICS IN LOUISIANA, 

New-Or.EANS, May 27.—The hostility be- 
tween the two wings of the Democratic Party 
has nearly reached fever heat. The appoint- 
ments made by Mr. Cleveland in Louisiana— 
those of Naval Officer Kernochan and Marshal 
Gibson—are of a character most obnoxious to 
Gov. McEnery and the State Government, and 
allapplicants recommended by Gov. MckKnery 
and his friends have been thus far rejected at 
the White House. Mr. Houston, the Democratic 
manager, has taken occasion to openly assail the 
honesty, purity,and courage of the new ap- 
pointees, as wellas of the anti-ring leaders, de- 
claring that he is pecuniarily and personally re- 
sponsible for what he says. He has $150,000 in 
real estate in this city, with which the agrrieved 
may satisfy a judgment for libel; still bis severe 
charges have elicited no response from any 
source. As the fight stands now both Demo- 
cratic factions would rather have all the present 
Republican officiais retained in office than run 
the risk of having their opponents get them. 

In the meantime the Republicans are better 
organized throughout the State than for many 
years. ‘The factional fight of the Democrats 
and the fidelity of the colored masses to the Re- 
publican Party make them very zealous to 
strengthen their organization. Ex-Senator 
Kellogg, who has been conferring with leading 
Republicans from all parts of the State for sev- 
eral weeks past, left for the North this morning. 
It looks as if the Republicans intend to organize 
as an effective party of observation, ready to 
take advantage of the apparently irreconcilable 
differences in the Democratic Party wheaever 
they can do so to the best advantage. 





A CEMETERY KEEPER MURDERED. 

CHARLOTTETOWN, Prince Edward Isl- 
and, May 27.—The community was startled this 
afternoon by news of the murder of the keeper 
of the Sherwood Cemetery, four miles from this 
city. The victim was Patrick Callughan, 67 years 
old, who lived alone at the cemetery. He was 
not missed until his dead body was discovered 
to-day by Brenton Longworth, who was visiting 
bis father’s grave and wanted to see the keeper. 
Longworth entered the keeper’s house from 
the rear. Entering a room he found 
Callaghan's corpse concealed under a mat- 
tress on the floor. He reported the matter 
to the police. Coroner McLeod summoned a jury 
and viewed the body, and will bold an inguest. 
Tne body was tound lying face downward in a 
pool of blood on the floor, one arm around the 
leg of a table, the other twisted around on the 
back, and the body stretched with the head 
toward the bed. There wasa ghastly cut across 
the windpipe, evidently inflicted by a biunt in- 
strument. One eye aud the face were considera- 
bly swollen. The skull was completely shat- 
tered, er me the brain. On the left 
side of the head was a_ large wound, 
There were no marks on the body. 
The walls of the room were spattered with 
blood. The surroundings indicated a terrible 
struggle. The instrument used besides a butcher 
knife is supposed to be a large iron gate bar. 
The victim was a miserly old man, with $4,000 in 
the bank. It is believed be had money in the 
house, and that that was the object of the mur- 
der, Another theory is that he was murdered 
by two rourhs he had sent to the penitentiary 
for breaking into the cemetery. The murder 
must have been committed four days ago, judg- 
ing from the state of the body. 





THE NEW NIAGARA PARK. 
BtuFFa.Lo, May 27.-—-A meeting of leading 
citizens of Niagara Falls and Suspension Bridge 
was held at the International Hotel last night to 
discuss the advisability of a grand demonstra- 


tion in connection with the formal opening of 
the Niagara Reservation in July. Addresses 
were made by several prominent men, among 
others the Hon. T. V. Welch, who advocated the 
engugemext of a distinguished orator for the 
oecasion. It was voted to have a grand demon- 
stration of some kind, and it is expected that 
Gov. Hill, the Governor-General of Ontario, and 
President Cleveland will be present. 
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GRASSHOPPERS IN COLORADO. 

DenvVER, Col., May 27.—Millions of young 
grasshoppers are reported coming out of the 
sandy soilon the south side of the Arkansas 
River above Pueblo, devouring early vegetables 
and tender shrubs. Their appearance is said to 
be similar to that of 1872, when they were swept 
east by winds, and consumed an immense 
amount of growing crops in Kansas,

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THOUGHT TO BE INSANE 


THE RECENT PECULIAR ACTIONS 
OF THE REV. OSCAR F. BROWN. 
HE IS TAKEN HOME BY A COACHMAN— 
SOME OF HIS MOVEMENTS SINCE HIS 

DISAPPEARANCE FROM HOME, 

About three weeks ago the teacher of 
the Bible class in the Rev. Oscar F. Brown’s 
Sunday school called at his house, No. 338 West _ 
Fifty-ninth-street. When the door opened sud- 
denly the visitor, without noticing that Mr. 
Brown had opened it, asked: “Is Mr. Brown 
in?” She was almost dumfounded when Mr. 
Brown quietly replied: ‘*No, he was taken to 
an insane asylum a few days ago.”” He gave this 
unlooked-for bit of information in such a matter- 
of-fact manner that the visitor, murmuring 
that she would call again, hurriedly took her 
departure. The teacher said nothing about the 
strange occurrence, and when she met Mr. 
Brown that afternoon and he falled to recur to 
it she desired to let it drop. On Thursday night 
of last week a girls’ meeting was held at the 
Church of the Redeemer, of which Mr. Brown is 
Pastor, in West Fifty-first-street, When it was 
under way Mr. Brown poked his head in the 
door, looked around, and quietly withdrew. 
Those who noticea the action thought it an odd 
proceeding, but made no comments upon it, 
and when Prof. Hilyard filled the pulpit of the 


Church of the Redeemer on Sunday it was 
a ad understood that Mr. Brown was sick 
in bed. 

Mr. Brown bade his wife good-bye Thursday,say- 
ing that he would soon return, as he was merely 
going to a barber shop. Thursday night hespent 
at the Rossmore Hotel. While there hesent a 
note to his wifein which he said he would re- 
turn on Friday night. He ate his breakfast at 
the Rossmore and acted like a sane man. He 
rode or walked down town as far as 
Fourteenth-street, where he took the Sixth- 
avenue’ elevated road, riding as far ag 
Rector-street. Thence he went to No. 64 Broad- 
way, where he inquired for W. 8. Hamilton, a& 
broker. The latter was notin at the time and 
Mr. Brown went away. He called again on Sat-: 
urday, having made the same journey as on Fri- 
day, and again missed seeing Mr. Hamilton. 
Nothing was seen of Mr. Brown on Sunday, but 
on Monday night at 10 o’clock he boarded a 
Sixth-avenue elevated train at Fourteenth- 
street, teiling the gateman, who knew him, that 
he was bound for Rector-street. 

When he left home he had over $200 on his 
person. He carried an open face gold watch, 
without a chain, and wore no jeweiry. Heisa 
man who would attract attention almost any- 
where. He is5 feet 4 inches in height and only 
— 115 pounds. He wears a No. 734 hat, his 
head being abnormally large. A friend in de- 
scribing him yesterday said: * Though he dressea 
like a clergyman and looks like a ciergyman, he 
reminds you of those caricatures of men witb 
very smail body and legs and great big heads.” 
Mr. Brown, in addition to being a minister, isa 
stock broker. He has been a broker for 15 years. 
He is 49 years of age and was born in this city. 
His father was a clergyman. He _ studied 
medicine for a while, but relinquished it to 
become a broker. Kor many years he has been 
connected with W. S. Hamilton, of No. && 
Broadway, in business. Jn the spring of 188L) 
he became imbued with religious tervor and 
opened a mission in an old beer saloon on Fifty= 
second-street, between Ninth and Tenth avenues. 
The neighborhood was so ungodly that the deni-: 
zens of it nicknamed the mission “ Hell's Kitep- 
en,” and four policemen were required to keep 
order during the meetings held init. This mis-! 
sion was too small to satisfy Mr. Brown, and he 
and some friends in Novernber, 1883, rented Dr. 
Walsh's Baptist church, in FPitty-tirst-street, be-: 
tween Righth and Ninth avenues, and renamed 
it the Reformed Episcopal) Church of the Re- 
deemer. ‘ 

In 1883 Mr. Brown was ordained a.minister in, 
Dr. Sabine’s church, at Fifty-fifth-street and! 
Madison-avenue, by Bishop Nicholson, of Phila- 
deiphia. He proved an indetatigabie worker. 
He preached twice on Sundays, using no notes, 
and held meetings 01 every evening in the week 
and on several afternoons. His wife was Super- 
intendent of the Sunday school. The latter had 
a membership of 19. The church congregation 
wassmall. OnaSunday morning he sometimes 
preached to not more than a dozeu persons. Th 
congregation paid the sexton, R. McUlurg, oi 
No. 318 West Forty-fourth-street, and the 
coal and gas bills. Mr. Brown received no szal- 
ary. He believed that his mission was to 
save souls among the poor, and be neither want- 
ed nor took pay for his work. Those who knew. 
him well say that he was jovial in manner and! 
generous to.a fault. To poor parishioners he 
would give notes to grocers and provision deai-: 
ers, instructing them to give the bearers goods 
to the value of $1 or $2, as he thought best. He 
always paid the bills. He often paid the rent 
for parishioners who had no money. He attend- 
ed to his business, going to bis office in Broad- 
way almost every day, while performing his 
ministerial jJabors, and could not be in- 
duced to take a rest. His wife and _ inti< 
mate friends are sutisfied that overwork has 
affected his mind and that he is no longer mas- 
ter of his thoughts or actions. He dges not in- 
dulge in stimulants, so far as his triends know, 
and bas always taken a firm stand in favoro 
total abstinence. His wife is completely pros« 
trated. She refused to ailow his disappearance ; 
to be made known until Tuesday night, in the 
hope that be would return. She had noticed 
during the last four months that he was not in 
good health, though he seldom complained. Re 
sometimes passed his hand across his foreheag 
and said: “if feel such a queer pain here.” He 
became forgetful and at times irritable. This 
trait was altogether foreign to his character, ag 
generally he was of a sunny and most cheer< 
tul disposition. The children of his parist 
all knew him and would lock aroun 
him whenever he appeared on the street. 
.. If insane he must have had lucid moments, asonm 
Saturday he telegraphed first te the kev. Mr, 
Reed, of Stapleton, and afterward to the Rev. 
Mr. Bass, Chaplain of the Kings County Peni-« 
tentiary, a request to occupy his pulpit on Sun- 
day. An intimate friend was asked if his condi- 
tion might not be due toa use of chloral. The 
answer was that he thoroughly understood the 
nature and use of the drug, but did not take it, 
uniess secretly. Hé was an inveterate smoker. 

Mr. Brown hastwo brothers. One lives in thig 
-city and isa traveling salesman and on the road 
at present, and the other in San Francisco. He 
had enough money when he left home to carry 
him to San Francisco and back again. He was 
marvied at the age of 20 years, but bas no chil- 
dren. According to his partner be has met with 
no heavy losses in business lately, though he is 
worth much less than he would be did he attend 
to his stock business more regularly. 

Last evening it was discovered that Mr. Brown 
was in the city on Monday and Tuesday nights. 
A boy named Hubbard, who_ lives next door to 
the missing.man’s bouse, and a companion were 
on Ninth-avenue, between Sixty-first und Sixty< 
second, streets on Monday and Tuesday nightg 
after 10 o’clock and saw Mr. Brown waiking 
slowly along the avenue. He held his head 
down as jf thinking intentiy. The boys followed 
him unt he had passed Fifty-niuth-street. Ha 
looked very tired, they said. 

At a late hour this morning a dispatch was 
received stating that Mr. Brown had been 
brought to bis house by the coachmuan of a 
friend who knew him. 





SUICIDE OF A YOUNG WOMAN. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 27.—Annie Hudson, 
‘18 -years old, a girlof uncommon beauty, com- 
mitted suicide by taking strychnine at a farm 
house near Camden this murning. Annie lived 
in the family of Benjamin Collister, on the Pea 
Shore Road just outside of Camden. She was 
engaged to be married to a young man named 
Charles Wallis, but they bad had a quurrel, and 
last week, when Barnum’s Circus was in town, 
Walls took another young woman to the show, 
Annie afterward appeared very unLnappy and 
despondent. Early this morning she went to 
\stockton’s drug store and bougut 1 grains of 
atrychnine, pretending it was wanted to poison 
nats. Mr. Collister’s little daughter was with her 
w hen she bought the poison. Soon atter she got 
ha>me she swallowed the deadly drue.

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A MASS OF RUINS LEFT 


COLLAPSE OF A TENEMENT HOUSE 
IN JERSEY CITY. 
FOUR PERSONS KILLED—ESCAPES OF OTHER 
TENANTS—THE BUILDING TO HAVE BEEN 
' REPAIRED YESTERDAY. 

Five families were astir preparing for 
breakfast soon after daylight yesterday morn- 
ing ina little three-story frame tenement house, 
No. 76 Colgate-street, Jersey City. The building, 
like a great many similar ones scattered around 
it, was of atype that isto be found only in the 
neighborhoods of squalid poverty. The people 
living in the house, like hundreds of their close 
neighbors, were very poor. Children hardly old 
enough to go to school were compelled to work, 
and withal it was hard to keep from crossing the 
border line of public charity. 

At 6:30 yesterday morning the children in 
No. 76 who were expected to answer a summons 
from factory whistles at 7 o'clock were hurried- 
ly getting dressed. Their mothers were bustling 
about in small, stuffy kitchens getting them 
something to eat. Smaller children barely able 
to toddle around the floor, were lying awake in 
bed. Three of the women left the house almost 
at the same moment to go into the yard, where 
the water hydrant was. They had scarcely got 
outside the door when the roof and walls sud- 
denly tumbled to the ground in a heap, burying 
all their children ‘in the débris. 

Scores of people were iooking at the house 
while it fell. Tenants in the buildings just 
across the street were at their open windows 
getting a breath of morning air. One woman 
shouted something about a clothesline to the 
three women in the yard. She saw the sills of 
the house spread, the walis sink inward, and be- 
fore any one could give a cry o*¢ alarm it wasa 
mass of ruins. Screams of pain and terror from 
unfortunate tenants in the chaos of plaster, 
broken timter, and wrecked household furni- 
ture brought thousands of people to the spot. 
Most of them were foreigners, half distracted 
with terror, and with very little idea of what to 
do for their own or fer anybody else's 
relief. One man had the presence of mind to 
put out a fire that was burning in a 
broken cook stove, while another sum- 
moned the police and a fire engine company. 
The first thing the police did was to drive away 
the noisy crowd and then give assistance to the 
injured. Two young men, named Moran and 
McGovern, who were standing near the building 
when it collapsed, had already been doing good 
service. They found one boy lying beneath a 
beam with his skull crushed so that he was 
almost unrecognizable. His body was lifted 
into the road and his fave covered with a hand- 
kerchief. In afew moments three more children 
were found huddled together in bed, two of 
them smothered and one just alive. She died 
before she could be removed. The four bodies 
were placed in an ambulance, and Sergt. Cox, 
who bad been hurrying around asking questions 
of the terrified tenants who had escaped un- 
harmed or with only slight injuries, sent them 
to the Morgue with their names pinned to their 


* clothes: 


WEBB, MICHAEL, Jr., 17 years old; head crushed. 

ANDERSON, BERNARD, 10 years old; smothered; 
very little bruised. 

ANDERSON, ELLA,8 years old; fatal injuries to spine. 

ANDERSON, MAMIE, 8 months old; smothered and 
slightly bruised. 

After very little search the police were able to 
account for all who were in the building when 
it fell. With the exception of the four above- 
mentioned all escaped. Nearly all of them were 
Intheir night clothes and suffered bruises or 
tkin abrasions, but none was seriously injured. 
One man, John Coyne, walked to St. Francis’s 
Hospital to get his head dressed and went away 
again. 

The owner of the house, James Anderson 
lived on the ground floor with his wife and five 
children. Three of the little ones were killed 
and the other two escaped with a few scratches. 
Anderson was not home at the time of the ac- 
cident. His wife, after lighting the fire, stepped 
out into the yard the minute before it happened. 
In the middle room the three children killed were 
jn one bed, while the other two children and Liz- 
zie Hussey, a visitor for the night, were in an- 
other bed only four feet from them. The Hussey 
girl was slightly injured, but her life, with the 
two children in bed witn her, was saved by a 
portion of the roof which fell so as to shelter 
them from dropping timbers. On the second 
fioor front Hugh McGurty, a molder, lived with 
his wife and two children, the eldest 7 years old 
and the youngest only 6 months oid. Mr. Mo- 
Gurty was just og oy | out of bed and his feet 
haa just touched the floor, when it gave way, 
carrying him into the street and injuring his 
head. His wife, weighing nearly 200 pounds, 
was found on her mattress beneath a lot of 
crockery, with her babe in ber arms. oran 
and McGovern got her out, very little hurt but 
frightened half out of her wits, 

Michael Webb, with his wife and two children, 
lived on the second floor, back. The boy 
Michael, who was killed, worked in Dixon's pen- 
cil factory. He was sitting by the window wait- 
ing for his breakfast. His mother went out in 
the yard to fill the kettle. Katie, a daughter, 
14 years old, employed as a dressmaker, went 
down with the house and landed safely on top 
of an old cupboard. On the third floor, front, 
John Coyne lived with his wife anda five chil- 
dren, the eldest 16 years old. The four eldest 
were just drawing their chairs up to the table. 
Three of them. Patrick, Julia, and Mary, were 
hurt alittle. Patrick Carlin’s five children all 

ot off without ascratch. They were asleep on 

e top doer, beck. Carlin. who is a driver in a 
lumber yard, went to work before daylight. 
His wife took him his breakfast, locking the 
door on her little ones, all askeepin bed. When 
she got back there was no house tbere, and her 
children, none the worse for their tumble, were 
playing with other children in neighbors’ houses. 

Anderson, the owner of the building, was told 
by telephone that he was wanted athome. He 
isa baker in the County Almshouse at Snake 
Hill, and only comes home once a week. He 
got intoa wagon and drove to his home, or 
rather what was left of it. He stared at the 
heap of ruins in amazement, but had no idea of 
any loss of life until his wife said: **Oh, Jobn, 
don’t you know ?” 

“Know! Know what?” he said. 

“Why, all our children are dead,” she sobbed, 
*They have carried their poor little bodies away 
in a wagon.” 

Anderson cried likea boy. Whils his wife was 
talking with him, their twochildren who were 
saved were brought to them. Anderson bired a 

alltenement near by and had his children’s 
odies removed from the Morgue. In the aft- 
ernoon troops of people tramped up the narrow 
stairs and looked into these coffins. Webb's pa- 
rents had no place to put his body so they lett it 
in the dead house. The situation of the tenants 
who escaped with their lives was pitiable. They 
were homeless and without money. Their neigh- 
bors, kind and sympathetic as their poor cir- 
cumstances would permit, could do but little 
for them. They did not know where to look for 
shelter. Nota stick of furniture of any use was 
saved from the wreck. It was a complete col- 
lapse. All that remained for the police to guard 
and the crowd to stare at during the day was an 
ugly looking heap of wood, plaster, brick, and 
broken furniture ot every description. For- 
tunately it did not take fire af it fell. It 
would have burned like tinder, and as the police 
were nearly an hour in getting ali the people out 
of the débris, children powerless to help them- 
elves would undoubtedly have been burned to 

leath. 

The house was ina very poor neighborhood, 
People live there only because they are too poor 
to livesanywhere else. Colgate-street—aliey 
woulc be a more appropriate name for it—runs 
crossways between the main track of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad and their long coal trestle. 
The house that fell down was only two doors 
from the railroad track. lt was built about 14 
years ago for poor people to live in by ex-Alder- 
man Lennon. Subsequentiy John Halliard, late 
President of the Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, 
Jersey City, who went to prison for dishonest 
practices in connection therewith, got posses- 
gion of it. It passed into tne hands of a Re- 
ceiver with the bank’s property. Anderson 
bought it at auction about four years ago from 
the iver. He vaiued the house and lot at 

2,000, and had a fire insurance policy on it for 

1,000. The house was supported by locustwood 
posts. and was built so as to leave a cellar about 
three feet deep below the ground floor. 

ts had grown quite rotten. On one side the 
Fouse was supported by another building very 
much like it. 
cant lot. 

Last week some of the people in the house that 
feli complained to Anderson that it was gradu- 
ally sloping tow the vacant lot. They heard 
queer “ cracking” sounds. He saw that the sills 
were settling and sent his wife to see Thomas 
Egan, a house mover, about raising it. Last 
Saturday Egan went around to look at the job. 
He told . Anderson, so he says, that it was a 
bad piece of work, and that if anything could be 
done he should advise the tenants to move out 
betore it was begun. On Tuesday Egan drove 
up in a wagon, left some timber for shoring out- 

ide the building and went away. He was in- 
Sodheer to set his men at work on it yesterday 
morning. The fire engines rattled past his win- 
4Sow while he was at breakfast, and he was told 
that Anderson’s house was on fire. Most of the 
tenants say that nothing was told them rbout 
the house being unsafe. It sloped somewhat 
andthe windows were all askew, but it did not 
look so dangerous as any one of a dozen houses 
clustered around it. Anderson said, when asked

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A FIERCE AND RAPID FIRE. 


IT DESTROYS A FURNITURE FACTORY EARLY 
IN THE MORNING. 

The fire which early yesterday morning 
utterly destroyed Henry Hermann’s furniture 
manufactory, Nos. 320 to 334 Delancey-street, 
was spoken of yesterday by Chief Oscar O. Shay 
and othersas one of the fiercest and fastest they 
had ever seen, The structure hada frontage of 
200 feet on Delancey-street, was four stories high 
and fiat-roofed, and the frontages on Mangin 
and Tompkins streets were 150 feet, so that the 
building was a parallelogram. It was constructed 
in 1862 ata cost of $250,000, and was worth, with 


the boilers and shafting, just about $100,000. The 
eastern part of the factory was almost entirely 
devoted to the repair of machinery. The engine 
room, with its tall chimney, wasin the north 
part of the factory, near the centre, in the vi- 
cinity of the varnishing rooms. In the basement 
of the Mangin-street and Delancey-street por- 
tion were the storage rooms. Above them was 
the shipping department, over this the table 
making department, next the wardrobe making 
and wood cutting rooms, and on the fourth floor 
the storage loftsand the bureau makers’ quar- 
ters. 

The fire was discovered at 8:30 o’clock by 
Watchman Louis Hermann. It was then in 
the shipping. department at the corner of De- 
lancey and Mangin streets, or in the southwest 
corner of the building. How it started no one 
will probably ever know. At its discovery it 
was burning fiercely and spreading rapidly. 
Hermann sent out an alarm. The first fire 
apparatus summoned were three land engines 
and the fireboat Havemeyer, and three minutes 
after the first alarm was given a third alarm was 
struck, bringing eight more land engines and 
Chief Shay, Assistant Chief Hugh Bonner, and 
the hook and ladder companies of the district, 
besides the reserves of the Thirteenth Precinct 
and the acting commander, Sergt. Theron T. 
Thompson. It was impossible to save anything 
in the building. It was not necessary to enter 
the office, as the money, books, and papers of 
Mr. Hermann are keptin his Mott-street office. 
Sergt. Thompson, summoning the reserves from 
several precincts, swiftly and systematically 
cleared the buildings Nos. 45 to 59 Mangin- 
street of their occupants—43 families, number- 
ing 140 souls. 

feanwhile the fire ran its course unchecked 
through the factory, and at 4o’clock it was en- 
tirely ablaze and the walls began to totter. 
Chief Shay summoned the fire boat Zophar Mills 
tojJprotect Hermann’s lumber yard in the north- 
east corner of ‘‘tompkins and Delancey streets 
just before the walls of the factory crushed into 
the fronts of Nos. 51 to 59 Mangin-street and 
blocked up the street with débris. The houses 
were soon on fire from live brands carried by 
the walls and the flames, freed by their fall, leap- 
ing the street. Just afterward part of 
the Delancey-street front fell. A few 
minutes later the chimney of the boiler 
house, 100 feet high, toppled over toward 
Tompkins-street and crashed through the roofs 
of several dwellings and Heipershausen Broth- 
ers’ boiler shop, and immediately after the 
Tompkins-street wall fell and filled up the street 
with bricks and glowing wreck. Chief Shay en- 
deavored for a quarter of an hour to fight the 
fire which was in the dwellings in Mangin street 
from their rear. It wasimpossible to use lines 
in the street between the factory fire and them, 
and at 4:30 o’clock he was compelled to hastily 
summon four more engines from remote quar- 
ters. At4:45 o0’clock they were at work, and at 
5:15 o’clock the fire was reported under control. 

The losses are comparatively small. Mr. Her- 
mann said that his direct loss, including materi- 
als, stock, tools, and machinery, would be about 
$260,000. Hesaid he was “satisfactorily” insured. 
The loss of the Singer Manufacturing Company, 
which owned the building, was given by its 
officers at $100,000. It was insured for $55,000. 
It will not be rebuilt, as the company desires to 
sell the property. The losses to the owners and 
inmates of the Mangin-street houses are less than 
$6,000, and those of the buildings damaged by the 
chimney in Tompkins-street $7,000, so that the 
total loss is $373,000.

DR.-LOOMIS EXPLAINS ITS SCOPE AND ITS 
OBJECTS. 

The second annual session of the Ameri- 
can Climatological Association began yesterday 
afternoon atthe hall of the Academy of Medi- 
cine in West Thirty-first-street. Delezates from 
all sections of the country were present. The 
President of the society, Dr. A. L. Loomis, of 
this city, in his opening address made some allu- 
sions to the field sought to be covered by the 
society. “ The scope of the society,” said he, ** is 
a study of the effect of climates in general 
and of the various health resorts upon 
consumptives. If I had been associated with 
the society from the start I would have én- 
larged its work so as to have included dis- 
eases of the vascular system and the effect of 
minera! waters, In Europe the study of cli- 
matic effect has been thoroughly systematized, 
so that it 1s now a common thing to recommend 
this or that particular sanitarium for particular 
diseases. he infrequency of such a course 
here is either due to lack of climatic facilities 
or want of such especial study as will enable 

hysicians to locate proper places. As the first 

y pothesis is untenable, the second is the true 
cause.

VETOED, AS WAS EXPECTED 


GOV. HILL AGAIN DISAPPROVES 
THE CENSUS BILL. 

A LONG MEMORANDUM, IN WHICH HE-GIVES 
HIS REASONS FOR NOT APPROVING 
THE WORK OF THE EXTRA SESSION. 

ALBANY, May 27.—Gov. Hill to-day re- 
turned to the Secretary of State’s office without 
his approval the Census bill passed by the extra 
session of the Legislature at an expense of near- 
ly $10,000. Accompanying the bill was the fol- 


lowing memorandum giving the reasons for dis- , 


approving the measure: 


STATE OF NEW-YORK, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, } 

ALBANY, May 27, 1885, § 
Memorandum filed with Senate bill entitied * An act 
to amend chapter sixty-four of the laws of eighteen 
hunared and fifty-five entitled ‘An act in relation 
to the census or enumeration of the inhabitants of 
this State,’ as amended by chapter one hundred 
and eighty-one of the lawsof eighteen hundred 
and fifty-five, chapter thirty-four of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and sixty-tive and chapter forty 
of the laws of eighteen hundred ana seventy-five, 
and ~~ arpaael an appropriation therefor.” Not ap- 

roved. 

mhe approval of this bill will compel an expenditure 
of over $400,000 of the people’s money. This in itself 
is no ground for its rejection, provided its enactment 
is lawful and its provisions meritorious. It is con- 
ceded that this measure contemplates and authorizes, 
not only an *‘ enumeration” of the inhabitants of this 
State, but in addition a census as elaborate and exten- 
sive as the Federal census of 1880. The power of the 
Legislature to pass such a measure at a regular session 
is not disputed, but the question is presented 
whether it had such power at ifs recent extraor- 
dinary session under the circumstances under 
which it was convened. The Constitution (Article 
1V., section 4) provides that the Executive may con- 
vene the Legislature in extraordinary session, and at 
such session ‘no subject shall be acted upon except 
such as the Governor may recommend for considera- 
tion.” The subject recommended for consideration at 
the late session was “‘ such legislation, ani such legisla- 
tion only, as is required to earey into effect that part of 
section 4 of Article ILL. of the Constitution,” requiring 
an enumeration of the inhabitants, which the Consti- 
tution deciares is to be tuken in order to secure an 
equitable apportionment of Senators and members of 
Assembly for the several counties of the State. 

A compliance with this provision of the Constitution 
Was an easy matter. The restriction imposed by the 
Executive upon the action of the Legislature is the re- 
striction of the Constitution itself, which does not de- 
mand a census, but does require an enumeration. The 
Legislature had no power atits extraordinary session 
to consider or pass any measure not clearly embraced 
within the recommendation of the Executive, and 
which did not exclude every other distinct subject. 
To a measure providing for an enumeration of 
the inhabitants it could not attach u provision 
for the education, support, or punishment of 
such inhabitants, the collection of canal or prison 
statistics, an appropriation for the canals or 
prisons, or any other separate and independent 
subject not directly connected with the object and pur- 
pose of the enumeration, as declared in the Constitu- 
tion itself. The Constitution requires an apportion- 
ment of the State into Congressional districts, and if 
the duty of such apportionment had been neglected by 
the Legislature, and it had been convened in extraor- 
dinary session for the enactment of “such legislation, 
and such legislation only,’ as was necessary to fulfill 
that constitutional requirement, it would scarcely be 
seriously contended that to a measure providing for 
such apportionment there could constitutionally be 
added an appropriation for the Capitol, provision 
forthe National Guard, or any other distinct legis- 
lation. It is equally clear that to the present 
measure providing for an enumeration there can- 
not be added provisions for an elaborate and costly 
census, not necessary for such enumeration, nor in avy 
manner connected with the purpose and object there- 
of, nor contemplated by tho Constitution itself. Lam 
sustained in this view by the opinion of the Attorney- 
General, as well as that of several eminent lawyers, 
whose aavice [ have sought upon this question. ‘ihe 
Legislature might have refused arbitrarily to act at 
ajl at the extraordinary session, but having assumed to 
proceed it was bound to confine its action to such legis- 
lation, and that only, as was necessary to the perrorm- 
ance of its constitutional duty. In its studied effort to 
evade this pais duty by adding trrelevant features it 
has made the bill clearly unconstitutional, and has de- 
liberately and unnecessarily rendered approval of its 
legisiation un possibile. 

The bill is objectionable tn otber respects. It has 
been asserted that this measure does not matortally 
change the law of 1855, which was the last general act 
in regard to this subject. The assertion is incorrect. 
Tne bill contains vital and radical changes, rendering 
the defective act of 1855 more objectionable than be- 
fore, unfair in its discrimination, as well as cumber- 
some and expensive in its execution. 

First—It changes the date for the taking of the cen- 
sus from Juneto July. ‘his moditication is unjust vo 
the large cities of the State, a considerable portion of 
whose population is absent during that month. ‘The 
injustice is so manifest, and has been so clearly de- 
monstrated in other communications, that any further 
relveration of It is superfluous. 

Se ond.—It modifies the act of 1855 by limiting to 
two weeks the time for the completion of the census in 
citles, while in country districts four weeks are al- 
lowed. If an enumeration only was to be tuken, one 
week would be ample time in either city or country 
districts; but this act contemplates an elaborate cen- 
sus, complicated in its details, and is intended to in- 
clude a collection of mortality, manufacturing, and 
other statistics of no value unless entirely accurate. 
Four weeks is barely sufficient for such a purpose in 
any locality, and especially it is true that two weeks’ 
time is entirely inadequate to collect such statistics 
and to perfect an enumeration in crowded cities. ‘The 
discrimination against the cities, where the population 
is the greatest and most difficult of ascertainment, 
could have had no other purpose except tc attempt 
by such undue restriction of time to obtain an inac- 
curate and defective enumeration, misrepresenting the 
actual population and jgmtens obtaining a political ad- 
vantage. ‘Chere was no propriety or necessity for this 
change in the law of 1855, and the discrimination is en- 
tirely ipdetenginie. 7 

Thtrd—This bill abolishes the provision of that act 

uires the returns ot the respective counties 
led in the ogices of the Clerks of the Counties, 
and directs that no returns shall be filed elsewhere 
than with the Secretary of State at Albany. All op- 
portup’ty is removed for oitizens to inspect the re- 
urns in their own localities, and this valuable safe- 
guard for the detection of error and the prevention of 
frauds is entirely destroyed. The people are thus 
compelled a accept the results of the census as an- 
nounced at the capital. There is no means of testing 
the a or accuracy of the enumerators. The re- 
turns should remain for the inspection and informa- 
tion of the people near'their own homes, as has al- 
ways been required, and an examination of them else- 
where than at the office of the Secretary of the State 
should have been provided for. Such an innovation 
upon existing methods is not only without precedent 
but without merit. 

Fourth—This measure further amends the act or 
1855 by providing for a census which, in its form, ex- 
tent, and scope, is to correspond in all respects with the 
Federal census of 1880. A compliance with this prdé- 
vision requires the most extensive collection of statis- 
tics ever assoeneree by State authority, The census of 
1880 cost the United States Government the sum of 
$3.9 up to November, 1881, and thero are already 
published 10 bulky volumes of its statistics, and the 
printer’s work is not yet finished. The portion of the 
cost paid by the people of this State is about $401,500, 

The census authorized by the actof 1855, construed 
in connection with the act of 1845, required the gather- 
ing of statistics of a nature which must be regarded at 
the present time as in the main unnecessary and value- 
less. The present measure, in addition to such require- 
ment, compels a census so minute, complicated, and ex- 
tensive in its character as to render its cost a b en to 
the people. As has thus been shown, the present meas- 
ure differs materially from the act o so fre- 
auently cited as the excuse or justification for the pres- 
ent enactment. It ser tae 4 — as, enlarges, and 
amplifies the earlier act. The slature seemsto 
have striven laboriously not only to attach a census to 
an enumeration measure, but to render such census as 
complicated, elaborate, and costly as was possible. Its 
pone not to prevent any enumeration whatever is ill-dis- 
guised, 

lt is believed by the Executive thatthe people of 
the State desire nothing more than an enumeration 
at the present time. They certainly do not desire a 
census of the proposed character, extent, and cost. 
The last State census was taken jn 1875, under the 
direction of Secretary of State Willers, who in his re- 
port to the Legislature, recommended, with the assent 
and approval of Gov. Tilden, that in tne future the 
decennial census should b confined exclusively to an 
enumeration of the inhabitants. The recommenda- 
tion made by the Executive in a special message 
in January last, and reiterated at every proper cp- 
portunity, has been in exact accord with the re- 
form thus suggested in 1875. The census of 1875 cost 
the State at large for clerk hire. pune, 
and other disbursements, the sum of $128,087, and in 
addition thereto cost the people of the respective 
counties for enumerators the sum of $268,034 90, mak- 
ing a grand total expense of $391,071 49.. Aside from 
the benefit derived from the enumeration of the in- 
habitants, all other information was substantially 
worthless. Statistics to be valuable must be accurate. 
They are absolutely worse than useless if not accurate, 
because they are misleading. It is impossible to col- 
lect them accurately within the short space of time 
allowed, and the statistics of the census of 1875 
bave never been of any practical benefit to a 
single merchant, farmer, mechanic, or laboring 
man in the State. The State at large pays for the 
printing of the blanks, the publication of the census, 
for the compilation of returns, and necessary clerk 
hire, while the respective counties through their local 
authorities pay for the services of the enumerators. 
This distinction was not known, or else vn forgotten, 
by many who endeavored to discuss this subject in 
the Legislature. The expenses to the State at argo. 
fora mere enumeration, cannot exceed $10,000. ‘T'o 
the respective counties the cost would not be over 
$70,000. These facts were demons by carefully 
prepared figures and estimates presented to the Senate 
in enuery last, and have never been successfally or 
seriously disputed, . 

No inteiligent man who has given the subject any 
consideration, or inspected the comprehensive sched- 
ules required by the Federal census, can doubt but 
what the preparation, compilation, and publication of 
such a census would cost the State at large at least 
double the amount which the State expended for the 
purposes of a census in 1875, and that the expenses to 
the respective counties for enumerators would neces- 
sarily exceed the sum expe that year, to wit, the 
sum of $263,084 99, making a total contemplated ex- 
pense of about $450,000. It may even greatly exceed 
that sum, as underthis bill the enumerators to be ap- 
pointed for any district are unlimited, and they can be 
multipiled without number, according to the discretion 
of the appointing power. 

The fact that itis expected that the State will receive 
back from the National Government one-half of what 
the Government paid its own enumerators in 1880, in 
consideration of furnishing tothe Government a copy 
of our census, is no bby ping ony for so large an ex- 
penditure as is demanded by this bill. The most that 
can Possibly be received from that source is the sum of 
$92,000, as the records of the Government show, and it 
is folly for the State to expend for statistical informa- 
tion over five times what is necessary, in order to re- 
= g return jess than one-fourth of the money ex- 
pended. 

It is confidently reasserted that there is no necessity 
or propriety in the expenditure of a Jarge sum of 
money forthe gathering of statistics, additional to 
those furnished by the Federal census and those com- 
owe by the various departments or bureaus of the 

tate. ‘I'he law of 1855 was proper enough at the date 
of its enactment, but the situation 1s now greatly 
changed, HKetween 1855 and 1875 the State created 
the following bureaus or departments, viz.: The 
State Board of Health, the State Board of Charities, 
the Department of Public Instruction, the Superin- 
tendent of State Prisons, the Banking Department, 
the Insurance Department, as well as other boards, 
which are already engaged to a greater or less extent, 
at great expense, in collecting various kinds of statistic- 
al information. Since 1875 there have been estab- 
lished the Department of Public Works, the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, the Dairy Commission, and 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, all employed in like 
labor and supported at great expense. Further ex- 
penditure for the same purpose would be a wicked 
waste of the people’s money. which I shall not permit. 

it is to be regretted that the Legeratese has persist- 
ed in endeavoring to foist upon the State an act pro- 
viding for the collection of unnecessary and valueles 
statistics, instead of a simple enumeration as require 
by the Constitution. The word “ enumeration” as used 
in the Constitution does not necessarily imply a bare 
count of the inhabitants, but, as the context shows, 
muy properly be deemed to inciude the sex, ages, cit- 
izensnip, or allenage of the inhabitants, and for the 
purpose of identification may include their occupa- 
tion. The Executive has at all times been willing 
to apprave of any fair measure that could reasona- 
ply be said to comply with this requirement of the 
Constitution, construed according to the most liberal 
on. But the ture mant: no 
Giapoattion to adopt apy measure 
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enumeration which does not embra« rovisions for 
the most costly and comprehensive vensus possibie, 
and has endeavored to convert a matter urely 
economical and governmental into a party question, It 
has deliberately refused to pass an enactment required 
by the mandatory provisions of the Constitution, tin 
order to pass one not required by that instrument 
which the majority well knew contained features 
which could not meet with approval. 

The issue thus presented is a simple one. The Execu- 
tive insists upon a measure imperatively demanded by 
the Constitution, and which provides for a sim jle 
enumeration of the inhabitants and that alone; wiiile 
the Legislature insists upon a bee pats enacted osten- 
sibly in fulfillment of a constitutional obligation, con- 
taining pro ‘isions of an objectionable character, con- 
cededly not required or contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion, and subjecting the taxpayers of the State to a 
useless net expenditure of over $800,000. The mi- 
nority of the Legislature with entire unanimity resisted 
the passage of this bill, and I do not hesitateto withhold 
my approval from a measure which I firmly peteve 
is not demanded by the best interests of the State. A 
new Legislature in another year, less prodigal of the 
people’s money aud more zealous for the protection of 
the interests of the taxpayers, can remedy the wrong 
inflicted by the present one. and can perform the neg- 
lected work. A constitutional duty imposed upon the 
Legislature, but neglected or omitted by it, can legally 
be performed by its successor at the first opportunity. 
The Executive having convened the Legislature in ex- 
traordinary session, and urged the performance of its 
poe can do more. He has no power to compel the 
fulfillment by the Legislature of its constitutional ob- 





ligation. 

» duty is discharged when [ have reminded the 
Legislature of its violation of the organic law, and af- 
forded it an opportunity to retrace its steps. Another 
extraordinary session would undoubtedly leave the 
situation unchanged. The two great ro parties 
have divided upon the question. One demands obedi- 
ence to the Constitution, the other seeks to evade it. 
The Legislature to be elected this Fal! is competent to 
pass all the Jaws necessary for an enumeration anda 
subsequent reapportionment. The result of that elec- 
tion will show upon which side a majority of the peo- 
ple stand—whether they desire economica! obedience 
to coustitutional mandates or a prodigal expenditure 
of public money.

TARIFF LAW DECISIONS. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—The following is a 
synopsis of sundry decisions.rendered by the Treasury 
Department in customs cases during the past week: 


I, The proviso in schedule K, T. I., new, 865, does not 
cover “women and children’s dress goods, coat jin- 
ings, Italian cloths, and goods of like description, com- 
posed in part of wool, worsted, the hair of the alpaca 
goat, or other animals,” specified in the first portion 
of the paragraph, and decision 6,42 1s revoked. (Let- 
ter to the Collector of Customs at Philadelphia.) 

II, So-called homeopathic coffee, dutiable at 2 cents~ 
per pound, under the provisions in schedule G, T. I., 
new, 290, for “ all other articles used or intended to be 
used as coffee, or as substitutes therefor, not specially 
enumerated or provided for in this act.” (Letter to the 
Surveyor of Customs at St. Louis.) 

III, Certain printed bordered visiting cards, dutia- 
ble at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under the

IV. Lacteous farina, or milk food, a mixture o 
milk, wheaten bread, and sugar, intended as food for 
infants and not a specific or remedy for disease or 
affection, dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
as @ non-enumerated manufactured article under 
section 2,531, Revised Statutes, act of March 8, 1883 
Cetcer, to the Collector of Customs at New-York.) 

VY. Tho return of tne preneras and Merchant Ap- 
praisers as to the value of imported merchandise can- 
not be yeriewed except upon it peing made to appear 
either that irregularity occurred in the proceedings or 
that clerical errors are manifest in the return. After 
completion of thé reappraisement it cannot be re- 
opened at the mere request of thamerchant acting as 
Appraiser, his functions as such having ceased upon 
the rendering and acceptance of his meport. (Letter to 
the Collector of Customs at New-York.)

W ASHINGTON, May 27, 1885. 
Mr. Bingham, United States Minister at ‘Tokio, 
reportsto the Secretary-of State, under date of Apri! 


25, that his Imperial Japanese Majesty has been pleased 
to confer the Order of the Rising sun of the fourth and 
fifth class upon five American citizens, namely, the 
Rev. Dr. P. V. Veeder, Mr. Winfield 8.

Parson, and Mr. M. < Scott, in 
recognition of the services as Professors and teachers 
in the Tokio University. The decorations and diplo- 
mas are to be forwarded to the above-named gentle- 
men through the Japanese Minister at Washington. 
An interesting question in regard to United 
States bonds has been decided by Judge Durham, 
First Controller of the Treasury. Mr. Frennit, a citt- 
zen of Belgium, recently procgntet ‘or redemption 
three mutilated coupon bonds of $1,000 each, which he 
sald he had found in Brussels in 1874. The First Con- 
troller refuses to consent to their redemption on the 
ground that the finder of the notes only & qualified 
interest in them, and simply holds poeacasion of them 
against all persons except the righ owner. He 
holds that the finder of the bonds acguired no title 
oe as against the owner of the Government by 
which they were issued, and cannot maintain an action 
for their redemption. He further holds in re ard to 
mutilated bonds that they c ot be redeeme 
the I'reasury Department is satisfied that the parts 
presented are all that remain of the bonds, or, in other 
words, that the unproduced parts must be satisfacto- 
rily accounted for. 


Dr. Taylor, the microscopist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, read a paper last evening before 


the Microscopical Roctetw. descriptive of his recent 
discoveries in examining butter and its various imita- 
tions. He finds that crystals of pyre butter,when fresh, 
have a globular or ellipsoidal form, and that witha 
certain adjustment of the polarizer each globe or ellipse 
discloses a well-defined St. Andrew's cross, which re- 
volves as the polarizer is turned. The crystals of but- 
terine, oleomargerine, and of beef or swine fats are of 
stellar form. They do not revoive with the polarizer, 
nor do they show the St. Andrew’s cross. The crystals 
of butter which is not fresh or is of inferior quality 
present a roseate form, generally four lobed, and re- 
volve with the turning of the polarizer. It was found 
necessary, a8 a preliminary to the experiments, that 
all the og ni tee be boiled for the purpose of crystalliz- 
ing their fatty acids. Dr. Taylor is preparing a pam- 

hiet embodying the results of his experiments, which 

e believes will furnish certain means of detecting the 
difference between butler and any imitation or adul- 
terated compound,

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FRANK M’COY’S CAREER. 


A ‘“CONTEMPTIBLE AND TREACHEROUS 
SCOUNDREL” IN THE TOILS. 

Frank McCoy, alias James Barnard and 
“ Big Frank,” who was.arrested on information 
furnished by Gustave Kindt that they had 
planned torob the Butchers.and Drovers’ Bank 
together-and to waylay a messenger who drew 
$2,250-0n the 14th of every monthto pay the em- 
ployes of a factory, was remanded again at the 
Jefferson Market-Police Court yesterday. He is 
an escaped prisoner from the State Prison of 
Delaware, and telegrams have been received 
from the Chief of Police of Wilmington asking 
that he be held untii officers can be sent for him 
with a requisition. 


Coy’s career last night by remarking: ‘‘ He was 
one of the most contemptible and treacherous 
scoundrels at large. Hecompletely cowed allof 
his associates by his propensity to cut and shoot. 
When halt drunk it requires but little provoca- 
tion to induce him to cut or shoot any person 


with whom he is not on friendly terms.” McCoy 
was born in this city, and wasathief in 1864. His 
speciaity then was stealing propert¥ from side- 
walks in front of stores. In the Fall of 1866 he 
shot and killed Charles Steiger in a saloon at 
Rivington-street and the Bowery and fled. De- 
tective Sergeant Richard King got on his track 
and followed him to Baltimore. King is author- 
ity for the statement that when District Attor- 
ney Samuel B. Garvin was told of McCoy’s 
whereabouts he refused to send for him. 

McCoy showed himself openly in Philadelphia 
mm 1867 and 1868,and became intimate with the 
**gentleman burglar,” George Leonidas Leslie. 
or George Howard, and his gang, which was 
then known as the * Blue Shirt gang.”” McCoy 
became an active member of the ganz, He took 
— in the robbery of $100,000 in cash from the 

outh Kensington National Bank in Philadel- 
phia in February, 1871. Several arrests were 
made for that crime, but McCoy was not 
molested, He was subsequently concerned in a 
one-hundred-ana-forty - thousand-dollar bank 
robbery in Baltimore, and a few years ago McCoy 
and several contederates were surprised in an 
attempt to rob a bank in Elmira. All of the 
thieves escaped except John Barry, who was sent 
to prigon for five years, About that time McCoy 
and his friends made their headquarters at the 
spostena house of the notorious Dan Noble, in 

mira. 

About the year 1870, McCoy, while trying to 
rob a jewelry store in Philadeiphia, struck a 
faithful porter on the head because the latter 
attempted to resist the robbers. The porter 
died of his injury soon afterward, and McCoy 
managed to evade responsibility for his murder- 
ous act by going to Balt'more. He applied him- 
self dilicently to the profession of gambling in 
that city until the Fall of 1873, when he united 
with several other cracksmen in planning the 
robbery of the Bank of Delaware, at Wilming- 
ton. The robbery was carefully and ingenious- 
ly planned, but an unforeseen circumstance be- 
trayed the robbers, and they were ali arrested. 
McCoy was convicted and sentenced to 10 years’ 
imprisonment, one hour on the pillory, 40 
jJashes, and $500 fine.

MR. STETSON’S SUCCESS IN SECUR- 
ING “THE MIKADO.” 

MR. DUFF’S DISAPPOINTMENT—THE FUTURE 
OF THE THALIA THEATRE--MME, JA- 
NISH’S PLANS—MISCELLANEODS. 

John Stetson has finally secured the 
newest Gilbert and Sullivan opera, called “ The 
Mikado,” and it will be produced at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre on the 19th of October. This, 
of course, finally ends the efforts of the Standard 
Theatre management to get hold of the piece, 
and what they are going to do now for suitable 
material for next season is one of the mysteries. 
The matter between Mr, Stetson and Mr. Carte 
was settled by cable on Monday afternoon, al- 
though the manager of the Fifth-Avenue had 
not felt atall sanguine up to that time as to his 
prospects for securing the opera. ln fact, he 
knew he was at so much of a disadvantage in 
the matter by reason of what seemed to be Mr. 
Duff's absolute necessity 6f getting a piece that 
he did not set down the prospect of bringing it 
to the Fifth-Avenue as being among even the 
likely events. Mr. Duff went away from New- 
York feeling that it was absolutely essential 
that he should get the New-York production of 
“The Mikado,” and he was prepared, therefore, 
to even exceed the bounds of reason 1n the ques- 
tion ofterms. Mr. Stetson, on the other hand, 
did not feel that there was any pointed reason 
why he should have the piece for the Fifth- 
Avenue, and he was not therefore to be induced 
to pay a large sum for the privilege—that is to 
say. he felt that he could get along comfortably 
without the opera, while Mr. Duff was in a posi- 
tion where he must have it or take very large 
chances of going through another season as full 
of travail asthe last one. Under these circum- 
stances it was only quite natural that Mr. Stet- 
s0n, while still holding himself in the market as 
g possible producer of the latest Gilbert and 
Sullivan work, should not feel disposed 
to bank heavily on his own success 1n secur- 
ing it. As Mr. Stetson has not agreed to give 
anything like an exorbitant percentage for the 
use of the opera, the only conclusion one can 
consistently arrive at, so far from the scene as 
this, isthat Mr. Carte preferred to go to the Fifth- 


Avenue on practicaily even terms, rather than 
take his opera to the Standard, where he would 
have been able to secure a much more be:eficial 
contract. [t may be*remembered by the pub- 
lic that the largest success Mr. Carte has 
ever achieved in America was in connection 
with the theatre now controlled by Mr, Stetson. 
It was upon this stage that ‘The Pirates of 
Penzance” was first produced, and it made a 
great deal of money. In fact, the largest audi- 
ence ever in the theatre at regular prices of ad- 
mission gathered during the run of the opera 
mentioned. As the Fifth-Avenue when full 
easily boids $1,700, it will be seen thata tremen- 
dous amount of money can be taken there during 
aruo of afew weeks’ duration. Arrangements 
thus far made provide that ** The Mikado” shall 
occupy the Fifth-Avenue stage for seven 
weeks, and shall then be transferred to the 
Boston Globe Theatre for four weeks more. 
At one of the smalier houses in that city 
jt might undoubtedly run for a loneer time, but 
the receipts would probably not be as great 
under those circumstances as they wil] be now. A 
two-thousand-dollar house in the Globe Theatre 
is not considered a matter of any = pe moment, 
and in a month's time a great deal of money car 
be taken. It is settled that Mr. Carte shall bring 
over a complete company, and he will also try to 
induce either Mr. Gilbert or Mr. Sullivan to 
come over and superintend the production, This 
eventis thus to be made the most important 
thing of its kind that has been seen in America 
since the bringing forward of the " Pirates,” 
After the run in New-York gets fairly under 
way, Mr. Carte will, 1 understand, organize two 
or three companies to travel through the 
general country. By following this course 
with the * Pirates’ he cleared nearly $100,000 
in a single season, which did not begin until Jate 
in the Winter. The placing of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan opera at the Fifth-Avenue completes 
alist of attractions for that bouse which will 
hardly be equaled by any other place of amuse- 
ment in New-York. The season is to begin with 
the Thatcher, Primrose and West Minstrel Com- 
pany, which will be reorganized upon a’more ex- 
tensive basis than has hitherto marked it. That 
engagement will carry the time up to the open- 
ing of “The Mikado,” after which Lotta, in a 
new play; Salvini, Booth, and a number of other 
groe tionally strong attractions will be seen. 
tetson practically has the pick of the field 
ay the next season. There is only one otber 
first-class combination theatre in New-York, 
and that—the Star—is to be carried on under 
the system of rental; that is to say, instead 
of sharing the receipts with the various 
attractions which play — the stage of this 
house, Mr. Moss will rent it outright from week 
to week. The only other combination theatres 
are of the cheap priced description, and this 
fact, together with the rental arrangement prac- 
ticed at the Star, will give Mr, Stetson the choice 
of those attractions which prefer to play on 
shares. That he has picked out most of the im- 
portant ones already is shown by the list thus 
far mentioned. Exactly what is to become of 
the Standard Theatre, now that * The Mikado” 
goes elsewhere, it is an ‘exceedingly difficult thing 
to say.

He had calculated 
so strongly on securing “ The Mikado” that at 
one time he cabled home to the effect that he 
had already arranged forit. His final failure to 
get the piece must have completely upset all his 
calculations for next season. 


It ts now practically aécidea, I believe, to turn 
the Thalia Theatre into a house for the use of 
combinations playing in the English tongue.

edy. farce, and drama, while, on the other 
hand, the population to which such an 
institution must appeal is limited. It 
is in consequence of these facts that even un- 
der the best of circumstances it isa hard mat- 
ter for a theatre like the Thalia to make any im- 
portant money, and in times of only reasonable 
easiness it is possible to lose important sums 
with great rapidity. Itis felt that for the pur- 
poses of combination to be played at cheap 
prices the oe arg a field of unusual ex- 
cellence. The Windsor Theatre, which used to 
be situated right across from the Thalia, was by 
all odds the most successful cheap-priced the- 
atre below ‘Twenty-third-street, and it is 
thought that the same patronage which made 
that house profitable can easily be transferred to 
this one. Arrangements are now in process of 
completion by which “ The Shadows of a Great 
City” will be the opening attraction of the 
Thalia early next Fall. The melodrama named, 
which appeals strongly to the popular taste, 
will, if secured, continue indefinitely upon this 
stage. The play was performed a number of 
times last season in New-York, and each suc- 
cessive engagement was larger than the others 
in point of receipts. Itisthus hoped by the 
management that a run of extended duration 
may secured.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 


cates for to-day, in this city, cloudy 
aveather and occasional rain,-a slight fall 
in temperature. 











Mr. E. O. Graves will take charge of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
to-day. His views of what should and 
should not be done in his new position, so 
Yer as he can now determine, are given in 
pur Washington dispatches. On one point 
he is perfectly definite—that no changes 
will be made in the employés of the bu- 
reau except for the purpose of increasing 
its efficiency or reducing the cost of its 
work. Mr. GRAVES’s principles and prac- 
tice in the matter of appointments were 
perfectly well known at the time of his 
appointment, and it was this fact that 
made his selection especially creditable to 
Becretary MANNING. 








The Indian outrages in the Southwest 
ycarcely amount to the comparative dig- 
ity even of an ‘‘Indian war.” The of- 
ficer in command is no doubt justified in 
reporting to Washington that he needs no 
ymore troops. In fact troops are almost 
niseless either to prevent or to avenge iso- 
ated murder, and robberies, of which the 
ireported hostilities seem to-consist. What 
jis important in the reports is the temper 
\of the Indians as it is shown by them. 
This justifies apprehension. The danger 
is that the outrages may continue until 
‘the settlers are goaded into the indiscrimi- 
mate massacre of Indians, which is already 
threatened. 








The-collapse.of a house in Jersey City 
yesterday was much less disgraceful to 
theownerthan the disaster of the same 
kind in this city to the builder. In fact, 
this later calamity can scarcely be re- 
garded as discreditable to the owner, who 
made preparations to repair his house 
when its precarious condition became 
manifest, and who was so confident of its 
stability in the meantime that he trusted 
to it the lives of his own children, who 
were the only victims, with one ex- 
ception, of his lack of prudence. 
Such a man has nothing in com- 
mon with a wretch like BUDDENSIEK, 
who deliberately and repeatedly puts the 
lives of other people in peril in order to 
satisfy his cruel greed. It appears that 
the arrangements for preventing the 
erection of unsafe buildings are even less 
adequate in Jersey City than in New- 
York. In neither city nor in any other 
American city is there any pretense of 
providing for the safety of occupants of 
buildings which have become imperiled 
by age. No doubt there should be some 
such provision in large cities. In the 
meantime the collapse of a rickety old 
frame house may be merely a misfortune; 
the collapse of a block of new five-story 
brick buildings must be the result of neg- 
ligence, which is a crime. 

A beginning was arranged yesterday for 
% very sensible and efficient means of aid- 
ing in keeping the city clean. The Mayor 
and Health Commissioners accepted the 
offer of Fire Commissioner PuRROY of 
ee engines for pumping salt water with

-to flush the streets and cutters 


during the night in places near the 
rivers, There is no reason why 
this idea should not be much more 
extensively applied by bringing the 
water in light pipes up into the city, and 
especially into the tenement house dis- 
tricts. The free use of salt water would 
not only keep the surface of the streets 
clean and help to keep the sewers also 
clean, »but, if not drawn from near the 
sewer outlets, the salt water would have 
a positive beneficial sanitary effect. 








Brooklyn, as its excellent evening news- 
paper, the Union, rightly observes, is 
very proud of its 50,000 Sunday school 
children, and it is never more proud and 
pleased than when they are all out on 
Anniversary Day, with banners and bands, 
marching through the streets and wind- 
ing up the day’s parade with a sur- 
feit of ice cream and cakes at Pros- 
pect Park or in their various churches. 
In fact, Anniversary Day has taken so 
firm a hold of the Brooklyn parent’s 
heart that those carping persons who 
point out what they consider well- 
grounded objections to the custom are 
promptly silenced by the contrary and 
vociferous opinion of the multitude. 
Still, while admitting that in general the 
practice of allowing infants of ten- 
der age to march for several hours 
through the streets in the hot sun and 
then to consume unlimited cake and 
ice cream cannot be too highly praised, 
we think that in a year when the measles, 
scarlet fever, and other highly contagious 
diseases are prevalent to an extraordinary 
degree in the city, as is the case this year, 
a father who should brave public opinion 
and keep his children in the house on An- 
niversary Day ought not to be judged 
harshly. 








The pesthole of race-track gambling in 
this neighborhood is at Brighton Beach. 
The main purpose of the racing there is to 
furnish a basis for pool selling for the 
miscellaneous crowd that throngs the 
Coney Island beaches during the season. 
It is there that the clerks and cashiers and 
office boys of the city are drawn into 
the fever of betting on races, and many 
a petty theft and serious embezzle- 
ment may be traced directly to the de- 
moralizing influence of that track and its 
evil surroundings. Yesterday the racing 
began, but the pool selling did not open 
on account of the watchfulness of the 
police under the direction of Chief 
McKaneE. Itis given out, however, that 
a test is to be made on Decoration Day. 
The test will not be of the law, but of the 
efficiency of Mr. McKansg, and if he does 
his duty he can break up one of the 
largest and most mischievous gambling 
establishments from which this com- 
munity suffers. 











The aged Tax Collector who has just 
been swindled out of $1,500 in Worcester 
County, Mass., bears sad and unconscious 
testimony in favor of Mr. Z. MontTGom- 
ERY’S position in regard to the inutility of 
the common school system. In a land 
flowing with common schools, pulpits, 
newspapers, and other implements of 
enlightenment this aged man has fallen a 
victim to one of the most ancient of Indo- 
European swindles. The moral for the 
venerable victim himself seems to be that 
he should content himself with the slow 
but sure gains of tax collecting, and for 
his fellow-citizens, that they should de- 
prive so gullible a functionary of that 
source of income. 








THE GOVERNOR AND THE CENSUS. 


The Governor has filed a memorandum 
giving at length his reasons for not ap- 
proving the Census bill passed at the re- 
cent extra session of the Legislature. This 
is characterized by a lack of ingenuous- 
ness quite in keeping with Mr. HILL’s 
course throughout this entire controversy. 
He sets out with the statement that the 
bill would compel an expenditure of over 
$400,000 of the people’s money. The entire 
cost of the census of 1875 was $391,000, and 
no assistance was derived from the Nation- 
al Treasury in defraying the expense of the 
enumeration. Under the act of Congress 
of 1879 about $100,000 could now be ob- 
tained from that source. Other econo- 
mies were contemplated in taking the 
census this year which, in the opinion of 
Secretary of State Carr and Superintend- 
ent NoRTH, would reduce the total cost to 
the people toa little more than $200,000, 
and their careful calculation is to be pre- 
ferred to the Governor's sweeping as- 
sumption. He further says that ‘“ it is 
conceded that this measure contemplates 
and authorizes an enumeration of census 
as elaborate and extensiveas the Federal 
census of 1880.” This is simply not true. 
Not only is this not conceded, but it is 
not a fact that such a census was con- 
templated. In order to get the Federal 
aid certain schedules were required to be 
used, including statistics of agriculture, 
manufacturing, and mortality, but only a 
small part of the information was called 
for and collected for thecensus of 1880, 
and less rather than more in amount than 
it has been customary to gather for the 
State census. Either the Governor knew 
this fact or he was inexcusably ignorant on 
a subject all aspects of which have been 
recently discussed. 

But the Governor’s main objection is 
that the bill is unconstitutional, inasmuch 
as it is not limited to the purpose specified 
in his call for the extra session. This is 
an admission that in framing that call he 
had the deliberate purpose of forcing the 
Legislature to accept his plan for an 
enumeration or to adopt none at all. 
He admits that at a regular session 
such an act as this might be 
passed, but says that in calling the 
extraordinary session he recommended 
only such legislation as was required to 
carry into.effect the mandate of the Con- 
stitution for an enumeration of inhabit- 
ants as a basis of apportionment, and that 
at such a session no subject could be acted 
upon ‘except such as the Governor may 
recommend for consideration.” The Gov- 
ernor did in his call exhibit his purpose of 
restricting the action of the Legislature, but 
he cited the clause of the Constitution under 
authority of which all censuses have been 
and must be taken, and he could not by 
his own interpretation either restrict or 





| extend its meaning. . Whatever it author- 
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ized as an enumeration could be provided 
for as well at a special as at a regular ses- 
sion, Otherwise, the Governor in recom- 
mending a subject for the consideration 
of the Legislature at a called session may 
specify the precise action which alone can 
be taken on that subject and thus virtu- 
ally do the legislating himself, 

The Governor, having disposed of this 
question to his own satisfaction, proceeds 
at length to point out that the proposed 
measure differed very widely from the 
general act of 1855. One of these wide 
differences is the postponement of the 
date of taking the census, which was 
necessitated by his own action in vetoing 
the bill at the regular session. Another 
is the limitation of the time of enumer- 
ation in cities to two weeks, which was in- 
tended as a measure of economy, but in 
which he sees a political purpose to be at- 
tained by an incomplete enumeration. It 
is certain that a full enumeration could be 
made in less than two weeks in the com- 
pact territory of cities with an enumerator 
for each election district, and it was the 
experience of the Federal enumerators 
that suggested the change. There ismore 
force in the objection that duplicate re- 
turns were no longer to be filed with 
County Clerks, but we will venture to as- 
sert that these duplicates never yet served 
any useful purpose, and the object was to 
use the duplicates to send to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

The Governor, in an attempt to show a 
further departure from the act of 1855, re- 
iterates at great length his misinforma- 
tion about the extent of the census re- 
quired in order to comply with the condi- 
tions for Federal aid. His statements on 
this point are the grossest distortions of 
fact, as there was no requirement or pur- 
pose to take a census corresponding in 
‘form, intent, and scope” ‘‘in all re- 
spects with the Federal census of 1880.” 
His repetitions in regard to expense are 
equally absurd. 

But for the spirit and temper which 
Gov. HILL has displayed throughout this 
contest of his own making, and his gross 
exaggerations and misrepresentations, it 
would be possible to agree with him on 
some points. For instance, it is certain 
that the Summer is a bad time in which to 
make an enumeration of inhabitants, 
especially in large cities, and it is doubt- 
ful whether the gathering of general sta- 
tistics, when such enumeration is made for 
the purpose of obtaining the basis of ap- 
portionment, is worth while. That past 
censuses have been inaccurate is no argu- 
ment against a new one, which ought to be 
accurate, but it is questionable whether 
these statistics gathered in the intervals 
of a Federal enumeration have a practical 
value and use commensurate with the 
cost of making them full and accurate. 
It may be, too, that the majority in the 
Legislature harbored unworthy political 
purposes, but the partisan character of 
the whole controversy was provoked and 
aggravated by the Governor himself, and 
he comes out of it with no credit. Itis 
due mainly to him that the enumeration 
required by the Constitution has been 
rendered impossible for the present year. 








THE DEFENSE OF INDIA, 

Whatever may be the outcome of the 
present dispute between Great Britain and 
Russia—and that to some extent is still 
doubtful—there is evidence of a radical 
change in the ultimate policy of the Eng- 
lish Government regarding the defense of 
India. It is unavoidable that the action 
of the Ministry in its immediate dealings 
with the dispute should be the subject of 
eager and even violent criticism by the 
Opposition, but as to the absolute obliga- 
tion to defend the Indian Empire, as to 
the grave danger to which that empire is 
exposed by the Russian policy of advance 
in Central Asia, and as to the general out- 
lines of the system by which India shall 
be defended and Russian aggression met, 
there is practically no difference of feeling 
or opinion among the public men of what- 
ever party in Great Britain. 

This fact was brought out clearly in a 
debate in the House of Lords on the 11th 
and 12th of May—a debate that has hard- 
ly attracted the attention it merits in the 
press of this country. It was opened by 
the Duke, of ARGYLL upon a motion to 
reprint for the use of the House a circu- 
lar issued to the Russian foreign Ministers 
in 1864 by the then Chancellor of the 
empire, Prince GORTCHAKOFF. This cir- 
cular announced the policy by which 
Russia was then and has ever since 
been guided in Asia, viz, (in the 
words of the Duke of ARGYLL,) ‘ that 
all half civilized States were to be 
swallowed up within her frontiers, and 
that she would only contemplate diplo- 
matic and peaceful relations with those 
States whose populations were settled in 
agriculture and commerce, and leaving it 
entirely in the mind of Russia how she 
would look upon any particular State, 
and whether she would place it in the one 
category or in the other.” In pursuance 
of this principle, which was not without 
its justification, and which has worked 
a great gain for civilization in Asia, Rus- 
sia’ has reached the frontier of Afghan- 
istan. There is no reason to suppose 
that she will regard that State 
as one she is bound to respect, or 
that she will recognize any such State 
until she reaches India. "Whether she will 
stop there will depend wholly on whether 
England shall compel her todoso. The 
Duke of ARGYLL urged that this policy 
had now gone so far that it must be met, 
*“‘ We have lost in Asia,” he said, ‘‘ our 
insular position.” England has a frontier 
conterminous practically with that of 
Russia and must prepare to defend it, and 
prepare in such way as to prevent not 
only war but any ordinary fear of war. 

This speech was warmly seconded by 
Viscount CRANBROOK, formerly in the In- 
dian Office, and a representative of the 
older style of Conservatives. ‘* Russia 
must understand,” he declared, ‘‘ that she 
is dealing with a people who are not to give 
way to her, even if she be impelled for- 
ward by necessity, and that there are ne- 
cessities weighing upon us as great as 
upon her to defend the interests of India 
and to protect the honor of England.” 
Lord CRANBROOK was followed by the 
Earl of KIMBERLY, the present In- 








ing the views expressed by the 
other speakers, announced that the Gov- 
ernment had approved a plan submitted 
by the Marquis of Ripon ‘on the best 
military authority in India,” and had au- 
thorized as a beginning the expenditure 
of $25,000,000 ‘‘on frontier railways and 
military roads, including the Quetta rail- 
way.” It was also under consideration 
whether a line of strong fortresses should 
not be constructed along the frontier, and 
Earl KIMBERLY intimated that this would 
be done. In regard to Afghanistan, 
the policy of the Government was 
stated to be that ‘‘Afghanistan is to be 
outside the sphere of Russian influence 
and within the sphere of our [English] in- 
fluence.” English officers would be main- 
tained at the Ameer’s Court and at Herat, 
and every means would be taken to se- 
cure the friendship of the Afghans and to 
aid them to resist a Russian advance. But 
the principle was definitely adopted that 
the defense of India would be made secure 
independent of Afghanistan, and that 
such points as were necessary to that end 
would be occupied and fortified. 

The special significance of this debate 
was increased by remarks from the Mar- 
quis of SaLIsBuRY, the leader of the Op- 
position and the sure successor of Mr. 
GLADSTONE should the Conservatives at- 
tain power, in which he recognized the 
soundness of the views announced. It is 
plain that after the war fever of a month 
ago the minds of the public men of Eng- 
land have arrived at the conclusion that 
it is not the northwestern frontier of 
Afghanistan that is to be the ultimate 
boundary between Russia and Great 
Britain, but the mountain range run- 
ning parallel with the Indus, and 
that while what may be called 
the outer line of defense should be 
guarded with the greatest energy and 
care, the inner and last line must be made 
so strong that even the breaking of the 
outer one will present little advantage to 
Russia. This position, thus taken, will 
tend to make a reasonable arrangement of 
the present difficulty more practicable; 
but it opens up responsibilities for Eng- 
land of the gravest character and which 
in many ways may distinctly change her 
entire policy. 








THE ATTACK ON MR. LOTHROP. 


In its issue of yesterday the New-York 
Tribune, seeking to overcome the unani- 
mous testimony of the Michigan Assem- 
bly and the Bar of Detroit.as to the spot- 
less character of Mr. GeorGE V. N. Lo- 
THROP, the new Minister to Russia, as 
known to his neighbors now and for the 
last twenty-five years, asserts that all that 
the Tribune has done is to publish-extracts 
from a decision written by Judge PoTTErR, 
one of the purest and ablest jurists of this 
State, and confirmed by his colleagues on 
the bench, including Judges Denio, Da- 
VIES, SELDEN, and WRIGHT.” 

It seems to be impossible forthe Tribune 
to tell the truth, What it calls the de- 
cision, though it is in fact the opinion, of 
Judge PoTTER was announced in June, 
1865, and is printed in the Thirty-third 
New-York Reports, pages 1 to 30. Upon 
page 80 the report of the case concludes 
in these words: ‘‘A majority of the 
Judges did not concur in all the views ex- 
pressed in the foregoing opinion; but on 
other grounds, orally stated by DENIO, 
Chief-Justice, and Porter, Judge, they 
all concurred with Judge PoTTeR in his 
conclusion as to the judgment to be 
rendered.” 

A mere inspection of the report thus 
shows that the 7ribune’s statement that 
all that it has done is to publish extracts 
from a decision written by Judge POTTER, 
‘‘and confirmed by his colleagues on the 
bench,” is absolutely false, the fact being 
that his colleagues expressly dissented 
from the views which he uttered. 

But since the Tribune insists upon call- 
ing attention away from the concurrent 
testimony of all the living acquaintances 
of Mr. LorHrop to what was said twen- 
ty years ago by courts, it may be proper 
to refer to the specific language of Judge 
Antoony L. RoBertson, delivering the 
opinion of the General Term of the Su- 
perior Court in the same case. As Judge 
ROBERTSON was certainly as well known 
to the people of this city as Judge Pot- 
TER, (who was a Judge, not of the Court 
of Appeals, but of the Supreme Court 
sitting in the Court of Appeals,) it is not 
unreasonable to ascertain his views of 
the question. In the course of his opin- 
ion, printed in the seventh volume of Bos- 
WorRTH’s Reports, after considering the 
case upon the merits, he proceeded to 
say, (page 62): ‘‘ Enough has been said, 
perhaps, to dispose of the merits of this 
case, but I cannot let the opportunity 
pass without endeavoring to rescue from 
unjust obloguy the reputation of an in- 
nocent third party, whose acts or declara- 
tions as agent of the defendants have been 
claimed to be the acme of fraudulent 
dealing. The counsel for them, [Mr. 
LoTHROP,] in the course of his written 
argument presented to the Board of 
Auditors, says:” (Then follows a state- 
ment of Mr. LoTHRoP.) Judge ROBERT- 
son then continues: ‘‘ But the counsel 
in this case did not undertake to state all 
material facts, but only defenses, Is 
there any evidence that the facts now 
urged were presented to the counsel in 
question as a defense? Was he bound to 
know they were a defense? There is no 
warrant for such a conclusion.” Judge 
EDWARDS PIERREPONT, who sat in the 
case, speaking of Mr. LOTHROP’s appear- 
ance before the Board of Audit, said, 
(page 86): ‘*The State was fairly im- 
pleaded, and it was its duty to present 
defenses to the claim if it wished there to 
make them; it was not the business of the 
counsel for the plaintiff prosecuting the 
claim to seek for defenses to it.” And he 
concludes his opinion by saying: ‘‘The 
plaintiff cannot recover back the money 
on the ground of fraud. Some recovery 
may no doubt be had, but not on the 
ground of fraud.” The italics in each case 
were those of Judge PIERREPONT. 

It thus appears that the majority of the 
Judges of the General Term of the Su- 
perior Court examining the case were dis- 
tinctly of the opinion and held that there 
was no fraudulent act or representation 
on the part of Mr. LorHRrop. A different 


| dian Secretary, who, heartily accept- | view was entertained in the Court of Ap- 


peals by J udge Potter, but it also appears 
that a majority of the Judges of that court 
did not agree with him. 

Under these circumstances it is the 
depth of baseness for the Tribune to at- 
tempt to continue its charges against the 
character of a gentleman whose neigh- 
bors, without exception, testify to his 
spotless integrity, upon the ground merely 
of the opinion of one or more Judges in 
1865, then resolutely disputed by other 
Judges of equal ability before whom the 
same facts. were presented. 








A STRANGE PROVISO. 

A little more than a year ago the unex- 
pected failure of a so-called bank caused 
great excitement and indignation in the 
village of Patchogue. For three years 
Epwarp S. Peck had been doing busi- 
ness there asa banker. He paid good in- 
terest upon deposits, and over his door 
there was a big sign bearing in large gilt 
letters the words ‘‘ Patchogue and Suffolk 
County Bank.” The people liked the man 
and his ways, and they put their money 
in his hands, The fishermen gave him 
their savings; widows and pensioners 
placed in his bank all that stood between 
them and the poorhouse, and even the 
children brought their pennies. They all 
regarded PECK as an honest man. More- 
over, the institution that held their money 
was a ‘‘bank.” Did not the big sign 
prove that? Butit was not a bank, and 
one day they discovered that Peck had 
spent their savings in the bucket shops of 
this city. 

The Governor has recently signed a bill 
intended to prevent rascals like Peck from 
deceiving poor and confiding depositors 
by calling their offices banks. ‘‘ No per- 
son or persons engaged in the business of 
banking in this State not subject to the 
supervision of the Superintendent of the 
Banking Department, and not required to 
report to him,” says the new law, “shall 
make use of any office sign at the place 
where such business is transacted having 
thereon any artificial or corporate name or 
other words indicating that such place or 
office is the place or office of a bank.” Nor 
are they allowed to use such a name or 
such words upon letter heads, circulars, or 
certificates. Any one who violates this 
law shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shail also forfeit $1,000. A 
statute of this kind was needed for the 
protection of the people and the punish- 
ment of scoundrels, and honest men will 
not find fault with the portions which we 
have quoted. 

But at the end are these words: ‘‘ Pro- 
vided, however, that the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to any person 
or persons engaged in the business of 
banking in this State prior to the passage 
of this act.” 

What is the effect of this proviso? 
Plainly that persons who have been car- 
rying on a business like PECK’s, not sub- 
ject to official supervision, taking depos- 
its, and using the word ‘‘ bank” on their 
signs and stationery, cannot be disturbed 
under this law, while all other persons are 
forbidden to follow their example. Even 
Peck himself, whose failure caused the 
law to be enacted, would be protected by 
this proviso if he had been allowed to re- 
suine business at the old stand under 
the same old deceptive sign. An excel- 
lent law seems to have lost much of its 
value because of this queer addition. 
Hasty inspection may have led some mem- 
bers to suppose that the proviso simply 
prevented the prosecution of bankers for 
having used the forbidden signs and 
words heretofore, but its full meaning 
was doubtless clear to others. Did the 
bill receive the attention of members who 
were themselves interested in private 
banks, so called, or who yielded to the 
arguments of constituents whom such a 
proviso would protect? 








A MYSTERY. 

An unfathomable mystery, in the opin- 
ion of the police, attaches to the two 
young men who, with their rowboat, were 
seized by policemen on the Hudson River 
the other day. 

The young men were apparently peace- 
ful persons, and it is rather odd that they 
should have excited the suspicions of the 
police. The latter, however, suspected 
them of being train wreckers, and there- 
fore searched their boat in hopes of find- 
ing a wrecked train, or at least a dam- 
aged sleeping car, concealed in the stern 
sheets. No evidences of train wrecking 
rewarded the search, but the police found 
in the possession of the young men the 
following extraordinary collection of arti- 
cles, viz.: Two revolvers, a dirk knife, a 
bottle of ether, a bottle of chloroform, a 
bottle of arsenic, a bottle of strychnine, a 
bottle of morphine, and a certificate of 
membership in the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions. Our 
esteemed contemporary the Herald has 
the exclusive information that two 
‘“‘blank” cards bearing the names of 
young ladies were also found in the 
boat, but the general public will be re- 
luctant to believe in blank cards bearing 
names until the cards are placed on exhi- 
bition. 

With what purpose were the two young 
men traveling in a rowboat laden with 
such a remarkable cargo? It is possible 
that at least one of them was a mission- 
ary and that the medico-military arsenal 
comprised the implements of his profes- 
sion. He was, let us say, on a 
voyage to his field among the In- 
dians of the Northwest, and he trav- 
eled by rowboat in order to save the 
missionary society unnecessary expense. 
On reaching his field of labor he probably 
intended to begin the work of conversion 
by chasing and capturing heathen with 
his revolver. A large subcutaneous in- 
jection of morphine given to the cap- 
tive would enable the missionary to 
leave him temporarily under a tree until 
a full bag of heathen could be made. On 
recovering from the effect of the mor- 
phine the heathen could be offered a 
choice between conversion and poison, 
and in case they should prefer the latter 
the missionary could promptly treat them 
with arsenic or strychnine. The ether 
and chloroform were doubtless intended 
for use among such converted heathen as 
might grow restless under the mission- 
] ary’s sermons, A few inbalations of 








either drug would quiet the most irrev- 
erent heathen and compel him to sit 
through a sixty-minute sermon in a deco- 
rous manner. 

The police refuse to regard either of the 
two young men asa missionary, on the 
ground that when asked what was their 
motive in cruising with revolvers, anzs- 
thetics, and poisons, they explained that 
they were looking for work on the Erie 
Canal. This, in the opinion of the police, 
was a lie, and the fact that the men lied 
was a proof that they were not mission- 


aries. It is quite possible, however, that 
the police were mistaken. The young 
men may have said that they intended 
to work on the Erie Canal, meaning 
thereby that they meant to do 
missionary work. Even if we con- 
cede that they were not missionaries, 
it does not follow that they were not on 
their way to work, in the ordinary sense 
of the word, on the canal. Very possibly 
it is the custom of the mule drivers on the 
tow path to manage their mules with 
chloroform and morphine. When a mule 
insists upon towing too rapidly he can be 
slowed down with morphine, brought 
to a complete stop with chloroform, or 
reversed with the point of a knife. The 
strychnine and arsenic may be used by 
canal boatmen by mixing it with the local 
whisky in order to render the latter more 
wholesome, and of course no man can 
navigate the canal without a revolver with 
which to take observations of lockmen. 

It is a pretty hard thing if a humble mis- 
sionary ortwo honest canal boatmen cannot 
look for work without being annoyed by the 
police. What does a policeman of a Hud- 
son River village know about the imple- 
ments necessary to a missionary or a canal 
boatman? The only things alleged to 
have been found in the boat which were 
in the least degree suspicious were the 
two blank cards bearing the names of 
young ladies. Such cards are, to say 


the least, unusual—except, perhaps, in 
Trinity College, Dublin—and they call for 


explanation. 


THE PRESIDENT’S GREAT TASK. 
RO ae 
SPEAKER CARLISLE WARMLY APPROVES OF 
MR. CLEVELAND’S METHODS. 

CINCINNATI, May 27.—In an interview 
published to-day, John G, Carlisle, who has just 
returned from Washington, speaks of President 
Cleveland and his general policy as follows: “ I 
am satisfied that Mr. Cleveland and the heads of 
the various departments are doing the very best 
they can under the circumstances, and that they 
are entitled to the confidence and support of 
their political fmends throughout the country. 
The President is a sensible, honest, and patriotic 
man, whose highest ambition is to discharge 
his official duties in strict accordance 


with the Constitution and the laws and 
for the promotion of the public welfare. He 
is careful and conscientious about everything 
he undertakes, andif he commits any mistakes 
in makirg appointments or otherwise they will, 
in my opinion, be due to the fact that he is not 
able in every instance to procure correct in- 
formation concerning the matters upon which 
he is compelled toact. He works bard, listens 
patiently to the statements and the suggestions 
of others, and then he decides according to his 
own judgment as to what is right and 
Proper under all the circumstances. The 
amount of work he performs is remark- 
able. He is in his office from early in the 
morning until late inthe afternoon, and nearly 
every evening he is engaged tor several hours 
with some member of the Cabinet examining 
Papers and discussing questions connected with 
the business of the departments. I mention this 
merely to show the injustice of the complaints 
which have been made in some quarters on the 
ground that the Administration is moving too 
slowly. Itis physically impossible for the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet’: to do more than they are 
doing. People who think that the entire body of 
officers and employes who have charge of these 
vast interests and who are tamiliar with 
them can be suddenly changed without detri- 
ment to the public service are, in my opinion, 
very much mistaken and, therefore, [ think the 
Administration has so far acted wiselydn respect 
to this subject. But this does not mean that the 
party whivh has received the indorsement of the 
people shall not control the Government. It 
means simply, as I understand it, that hasty and 
inconsiderate action will be avoided as far as 
possible, and that due carejand caution will be 
exercised in determining the times and the,places 
in which changes can be properly made.”’ 











HOW A FARMER WAS SWINDLED. 

WorcESTER, Mass., May 27.—About 2 
o‘clock this afternoon Hiram Bemis, of Paxton, 
tax collector of the town and a respectable ana 
well-to-do farmer, putin an appearance at the 
police station in this city in great distress, 
alleging that he bad been robbed of $1,500 by 
confidence men. Hesays that early this morn- 
ing a gentlemanly appearing man drove up to 
his house and, representing himself to be an ad- 
vertising agent, asked leave to set some posts 
along the highway. While they were talking a 
third party put in an appearance. The new- 
comer said he was a drover and that he had lost 
some money in a gambling game at Brighten, 
and taking out three cards offered to show how 
it was done. Mr. Bemis and the advertising man 
became greatiy interested. and the latter made 
several successful small bets. Mr. Bemis also 
tried his hand for fun, and was success- 
ful in picking out the “lady card,” as 
he calls it, every time. Finally the 
drover apparently becoming desperate wanted 
to bet $1,500 that the old man could not pick it 
outagain. Mr. Bemis said he hadn’t so much 
money, but he offered to go to Worcester and 
get it, so he and the advertising man started off 
with the latter’s team. Mr. Bemis drew $800 
from the savings bank and $700 from the 
Worcester County Institution for Savings. On 
returning to Paxton Mr. Bemis put up the 
money against a like amount deposited by the 
drover, the advertising agent meanwhile turn- 
ing up one corner of the “lady card,” so the 
honest farmer would have a’ sure thing. The 
cards were thrown,.and the farmer picked out 
the marked pasteboard and lost. The advertis- 
ing agent, who was stakeholder, blustered and 
refused to give up the money, but the drover 
drew a pistol and enforced its surrender. Before 
the aged victim had recovered from his astonish- 
ment at his failure and his fright at the sight of 
the pistol, both men had jumped into the car- 
riage and drove rapidly away. Mr. Bemis can 
give no description of the swindlers. 





SYNOD OF THE LUTHERAN CHURCH. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., May 27.—The thirty- 
secondgbiennial Convention of the General Syn- 
od of the Lutheran Church in the United States 
met in this city this morning. Every Synodgin 
the United States is represented except that of 
Middle Tennessee, delegates from which are now 
on the way here. There are about 240 delegates 
present. The sessions of the Convention will 


continue until next Tuesday, and many subjects 
of interest. to the Lutheran Church will be con- 
sidered. To-day’s session was occupied in the 
reception of reports from the various Synods of 
the church in the United States, the election of 
otticers, and the hearing of reports of committees 
on subjects committed at the last General 
Synod. The Rev. Dr. Morris, of Baltimore, de- 
livered the opening sermon. The following ofli- 
cers were elected; President—The Rev. Dr. M. 
Rhodes, St. Louis; Secretary—The Kev. J. 8.

The re- 
port advocates the ritualistic form of worship 
by the church. The Rev, L. A. Gotwald, D. D., 
of York, Penn., delivered an address on ‘The 
Duty of the Church to Her Institutions of 
Learning.”

@R. GRAVES TO ASSUME HIS NEW 
OFFICE TO-DAY. 

CHANGES IN THE ENGRAVING AND PRINTING 
BUREAU TO BE MADE DISCREETLY— 
THE PROPOSED BANK NOTE CHANGES, 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Mr. E. O. Graves, 
the new Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, will take active charge to-morrow, the 
{Inventory of property in the bureau having 
been concluded to-day. Capt. Burrill, who re- 
tires, leaves the business in excellent 
condition. A vast improvement has been 
made in the establishment since Mr. 
Graves reported against it in 1877, and 
wentso far as to advise its abolition and to 
recommend that the Government allow ite notes 
and securities to be prepared by outside en- 
gravers. In an interview published to-night 
Mr. Graves says he does not take back anything 
he said about the extravagance of the bureau. 
Important measures of reform that were sug- 
gested were adopted, a different policy was 
framed, and the bureau made a fixed fact; tho 
offices conducted on a business basis with a rood 
building, the requisite machinery, and trained 
employes. His only policy, he says, will be to 
administer the affairs of the bureau econom- 
ically and efficiently. He does not contempiate 
making sweeping changes. “It is not likely,” 
he said, “that, with a desire to give an 
economical and efficient administration, I 
should begin by a sweeping removal of those 
whose skill and experience would contribute to 
thatend. Onething I do want understood, and 
that is that this bureau is not an eleemosynary 
institution—not a place in which persons can 
obtain work simply on account of their per- 
s0nal misfortunes. When appointments are 
made they will be because of a vacancy existing 
in the bureau, and not because some one wants 
aplace. My whole recordin regard to appoint- 
ments in the civil service is well known, and it 
is not likely that I will yield any of the opinions 
I have heretofore expressed.” 

As to the proposed change of the backs of the 

ational bank notes Mr. Graves says that noth- 
om as yethas been determined, although the 
subject has been discussed. *“Ithink,” he said, 
‘“myself that the old picture backs and the green 
were much superior to the present mud-colored 
backs, which are really the worst work yet put 
out. In fact, hardly any of our notes or 
Recurities are designed with a view to 
artistic effect. The engraving and _letter- 
Ing are of superior workmanship, but their 
utilization is not skillful or artistic. Here,” 
continued Mr. Graves, producing some foreign 
bank notes, “is a German note, the design of 
which is thoroughly artistic, though the work- 
manship does not compare with that upon our 
notes. The modeling of bank notes is an art in 
itself, and its highest attainment is only after 

years of experience and practice, coupled with a 

true artistic instinct and education.” 

* As long as the Government does its work of 
engraving and printing, should it not do it for 
all departments without competing with private 
corporations ?”’ 

* | think there should be {sufficient contidence 
in the ability of the bureau to do the best class 
pf work at the lowest possible figure, so that 
when any department desires work of this kind, 
it would send its order here with perfect as- 
purance that every condition of excellent work- 
manship and minimum of cost would be ful- 
filled. It will be my aim to inspire such con- 
fidence.” 

** How about the distinctive paper; is there 
anything in the report to the effect that a 
water mark paper, similar to'that used by the 
Bank of England, is to be adopted ?” 

“The committee has made its report upon the 
bids for distinctive paper, and the decision rests 
with the Secretary. In regard to the water mark 
poet it may be said that, while the Bank of Eng- 
and relies upon this paper as a protection fori 
notes, tae engraving upon them is of the most 
ordinary character. We,on the contrary, have 
multiplied the engraving upon our notes, both 
tace and back bein.: so generally covered that no 
water mark could be distinguished. In fact, it is 
difficult to perceive even the distinctive silk 
thread. The decision as to the paper. however, 
re-ts with the Secretary, as his orders will be 
carried out. In short, as I have said, in every- 
thing that relates to the bureau, I shall simply 
endeavor to give an honest, economical, and 
efficient administration of its affairs. What 
changes, if any, may be necessary in its per- 
sonne! will only take place after a thorough in- 
vestigation of the details of the work and solely 

with that object in view.” 

The Treasury committee on distinctive paper 
will, as has been already announced, report that 
the silk fibre used to give the paper some of its 
distinctiveness is detrimental to its appearance 
and does not add to the security of the currency. 
The contract will probably be awarded to the 
lowest of the two bidders for it and the use of 
the paper continued, at least until Secretary 
Manning can report to Congress such changes 
as he may deem advisable.

THE DISTRICT JUDGESHIPS. 

At the time the President was consider- 
ing the names of several applicants for the posi- 
tion of Associate Judge of the District Supreme 
Court, and before Judge William M. Merrick 
was appointed. Chief-Justice Cartter intimated 
that he would retire before long, and that the 
President would have to select his successor. 
While the District Democrats were disappointed 
because a District man was not chosen, they have 
since taken hope that the President will yet be- 
stow some of the District offices upon residents 
of the District. From one or two Michigan 
Democrats the suggestion has been heard that the 
next vacancy in the District Court should be filled 
by the appointment of Judge Cooley, of Michi- 
gan.

THE FOUL WATER OF WASHINGTON. 

_ ‘The efforts of the District Commissioners 
‘to belittle the importance of the discovery by 
Gen. H. V. Boynton that the city’s water sup- 
ply is being constantiy contaminated by the 
overfiow of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, 
have not succeeded, and the discussion about 


the hogpens, privies, and stables that cause the 
liution is interesting all newspaper readers. 
be Commissioners having published statements 
intended to allay fear, the star to-night 
prints an accurate map of the sources 
of the water supply, showin clearly 
the location of the conduit, the “totes g polluting 
stream that empties the water of the canal into 
the river just above the mouth of the conduit, 
and the hog wallows, henneries, privies, tene- 
ment houses, and stables that drain into the canal 
and river are indicated. Microscones have been 
brought into extensive use in determining the 
extent of the pollution of the water. The Com- 
missioners have found professional men who 
say that the water is not dangerously foul. Dr. 
Edward M. Schaeffer, who has examined it since 
May 11, says: ** That not once has he failed to 
find the same decaying slime and abundance 
of minute forms which flourish chiefly in 
stagnant water. By filling a perfectly clean 
gas jar with Potomac water there will be seen 
y the unaided eye floating specks and a few of 
the larger animal forms. ith a microscope 
not a spoonful can be taken from the jar which 
will not show numerous organic particles.” 
earpewd other things he has detected during the 
week, by straining the water as it comes from 

the pipe through a fine wire gauze, previously 
heated white hot to destroy any eouthontal par- 
ticles of dust, and then examining the particles 
Strained out, the following substances: 
A great many cotton flax fibres, 


broken and twisted, and ap ntly havin 
once formed part of paper pulp, but separa’ 
by water; a spore of a species of fungus pecul- 
iar to hay; fragments of vegetable matter cov- 
ered with aspecies of mold; a small piece of 
bone one-fiftieth of an inch in length, and thou- 
sands of water fleas, &c.

CLERK JAMES N.DAY A DEFAULTER 


A TRUSTED EMPLOYE OF MARTIN & RUNYON 
UNDER ARREST. 

James Nelson Day, for 20 years an em- 
ploye of the banking firm of Martin & Runyon, 
of No. 190 Broadway, for the past 10 years has 
had charge of the specie and collection depart- 
ment of the house, the members of which reside 
in Newark, N. J. They dothe largest New-Jer- 
sey business of any firm represented at the Stock 
Exchange. It was recently discovered that Day 
had been stealing from the firm for over 
three years, and his peculations will not 
vary much from $50,000, The discovery of the 
defalcation was made by Mr. Enos Runyon, of 
the firm, on Feb. 15, while Day was absent from 
his desk for afew days. On his return he was 
requested to call at the residence of Mr. A. F. R. 
Martin, in Newark, and on being confronted 
with the evidences of his guilt he confessed to 
the systematic stealing, but was unable to give 
the exact amount. He was permitted to visit 
Chicago, all the time under the surveillance of 
detectives employed by the firm, and since his 
return has lived with his family, at No. 430 
Plane-street, Newark. 

At 10 o’clock last night Detectives James Mo- 
Guire and James Mangin, of this city, called at 
Day’s house in Newark and arrested him on a 
warrant issued by Justice O’Reilly, of this city, 
for grand larceny. The amount of the theft 
specified in the complaint was $1,000. The officers 
took Day to Police Headquarters and requested 
Lieut. Ward to lock him up until they could ob- 
tain the necessary papers. Day was placed in a cell 
and a few minutes after his uncle, Mayor Bares, 
and lawyer W. B. Guild, Jr., entered. fter 
reading the warrant, they demanded that the 
prisoner be released on the ground that his ar- 
rest was illegal, the warrant being issued in New- 
York and not accompanied by the proper papers. 
The Lieutenant refused to comply with the de- 
mand. Chief Tuit was sent for, and also refused 
to release Day. The latter was in New-York all 
day yesterday, and is said to have held an inter- 
view with Mr. Runyon. The arrest was a sur- 
prise to him. 

Day’s methods were very simple. When in need 
of funds he would draw them from the specie 
and bills in his charge,and in making up his 
daily accounts would “cook” his books and the 
amount of cash reported to Casbier George 
Hughes. The stolen money was used in unsuc- 
cessful stock speculations through other houses 
on the Street. The firm has been engayed ina 
thorough investigation of his affairs since the 
first discovery. in order to ascertain if he had 
any accomplices, and have deferred arresting 
him until that point had been determined. 
There is no likelihood of recovering anything 
from him, as Mr. Rungon said yesterday that he 
knew Day was so hard pressed for means that he 
was subsisting from day to day on meagre sums 
borrowed from friends of himself or wife. Day, 
who is 36 years old, has been more or less promi- 
nent in the Methodist Church of Newark. 





NINE SKULLS UNEARTHED. 


REMARKABLE DISCOVERY BY WORKMEN IN 
A PINE-STREET CELLAR. 


A workman engaged in digging out the 
sub-cellar at No. 7 Pine-street suddenly jumped 
back with a startled look at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and called out to his fellow-work- 
men tocome to him. Balancing a human skull 
on the end of his shovel, he turned it round in 
full view to his comrades. A dozen shovels were 
then quickly driven into the loose dirt, and on 
turning them up a whole family of skulls was 
disclosed. There were nine of them arranged 
in a line apparently not more than two feet 


apart. They were very old, of a yellowish- 
brown color, and ready to crumble away. They 
were taken up with care and deposited in a 
barrel. 

The police of the First Precinct were notified 
of the discovery. When they arrived a few 
bones had also been dug up, in smali pieces and 
few in number. The police paid )ittle attention 
to them and, thinking that they were relics of 
an old graveyard or burying-place, did not send 
for aCoroner. The barrel was rolled up against 
a wali of the cellar and left open to the public 
gaze. -At 5 o’clock there were only four skulls 
jett in the barrel. A Jawyer from the United 
Bank Building was said to have been seen carry- 
ing off one of them under his arm. The barre) was 
then placed in a corner of the cellar to be 
left for the night, unless the police should 
take care of it. Where the skujls came from 
was a question that puzzled all who saw the 
relics yesterday. The buildings which were torn 
down have been for years on the street. The 
bones were found in the rear portion of the sub- 
cellar of No. 7 Pine-street, and were found in 
made soil accoraing tothe statement of the fore- 
man in charge. Scattered about and around the 
bones were clam shells, and two or three tomato 
cans were found in the stuff taken out of the 
cellar. The skulls were not more than three feet 
from the surface of the light soil. 

The old building was utilized for offices, 
Trinity Church Cemetery is just above, across 
Broadway, and the police think that years ago 
bodies were buried across the street, and that 
the bones found were the remnsnts of such old 
burials. From the nature of the soil in which 
they were found workmen were led to the theory 
that the skulls had been brought there in earth, 
though the fact of the regularity of the order 
of the skulls seemed, however, to disprove this 
theory. 





THE TRIAL OF CLUVERIOS. 

RrIcHMOND, Va., May 27.—In the Cluverius 
murder case to-day the case for the defense was 
continued. B. W. Healy said he was in Rich- 
mond on Maroh 13 and saw the prisoner, but saw 
no lady with him.

Several witnesses were next exam- 
ined, and they testified to the good character of 
the prisoner, after which the court adjourned 
until to-morrow.

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THE INMAN LINE’S CHANGE. 


A VERBAL CONSOLIDATION WITH THE RED 
STAR COMPANY. 

Motives of economy have induced the 
Inman Line Steamship Company to make an im- 
portant change in the management of its inter- 
ests in this country, and it will soon give up its 
present independent agency, and its interests 
here will be virtually consolidated with those of 
the American Line to Philadelphia and the 
Red Star Line between this port and 
Antwerp. Those concerned in the Inman 
Line management were not inclined to give 
details of the coming change yesterday. 
Mr. Kirk, who has charge of the Inman 


agency in this city, said that negotiations were 
pending which might result in the management 
of the line in this country being transferred to 
Peter Wright & Sons, who are now the agents of 
the Red Star Line and the American Line. “It 
is understood,” said Mr. Kirk, “ that this is 
practically a consolidation of interests, with a 
view to greater economy of working, and the 
change will likely take place about June 30. The 
weekly service of the Inman Line,” Mr. Kirk 
added, “between Liverpool and New-York will 
be maintained.”” A member of the firm of Pete 

Wright & Sons joined Mr. Kirk in ong ou 

these statements, and had nothing toadd to them 

Wall-street and shipping circles were full of 
rumors yesterday regarding the transfer ot the 
Inman agency to Peter Wright & Sons. It was 
asserted, and generally believed, that it was 
simply a move on the part of creditors of the 
steamship company to protect their own inter- 
ests. A large amount of debenture bonds issued 
by the poaeeany were, it was declared, not met 
when they fell due in Liverpool on Tuesday, 
and they were yesterday taken up by Richard- 
son, Spence & Co., who represent Peter Wright 
& Sons in Liverpool. The Inman Line, it was 
reported, had been making little or no 
money for a long time. This was ascribed 
partly to the fact that there are too many steam- 
ships now in the ocean-carrying trade for all to 
make any profit, and partly to the heavy ex- 
penses the Inman people have had to suffer be- 
cause of a series of misfortunes which their 
steamships have undergone for a number of 

ears, beginning with the loss of the City of 

oston, about years ago, and including the 
sinking of the City of Brussels in January, 
1888, and the burning of the Inman pier a 
few months later. It was also remarked that 
the Inman Line always paid the best salaries 
to its employes, and it had the reputation of 
paying well for any service rendered to it. 

The creditors of the line, it was asserted, had 
concluded that the only remedy for its financial 
condition was to cut down expenses and run 
things on a more economical basis. Transfer- 
ring the New-York agency to Peter Wrisht & 
Sons will enable the company to close its own 
office and dispense with the services of the nu- 
merous clerks nowemployed. General Manager 
8. 8. Cochrane arrived in this city unexpectedly 
cn the steamship Auraniaon Sunday. He visited 
the Inman agency on Monday, and it is 
understood that he then informed Agents 
Kirk and Floyd and their associates in 
the office that the company would not 
need their services after June 30. Another large 
saving which the change of agencies will enable 
the Inman Company to make will be the giving 
up of its pierin this city. After the change is 
effected the Inman steamships will land at the 
Red Star dock in Jersey City. There wasa dif- 
ference of opinion among shipping men_yester- 
day as to how the change wouid affect the 
freight trade of the line. Some thought that 
the necessity for transporting goods across 
the river would tend to lessenthe quantity of 
freight the line would be asked to carry. 

It was reported about a year ago that the 
Anchor Line had purchased all the vessels and 
the good-will of the Inman Company. but this 
was denied at the time. It was said yesterday 
that negotiations for such a purchase were at 
one time 1n progress, but nothing came of them. 
With the exception of the Cunard Line the 
Inman is the oldest transatlantic company whose 
steamers run from this port. When first estab- 
lished the Inman vessels ran to Philadelphia. 
The Inman fieet now inciudes the steamships 
City of Chicago, City of Richmond, City of 
Chester, and City of Berlin, which ran into an 
iceberg on her last voyage from Liverpool. The 
Baltic, of the White Star Line, is now running 
for the Inman Line under charter, having taken 
the place of the old City of Montreal, which has 
been laid up for some time. 





FIRE IN THE SHERWOOD FLATS.

GUESTS DRIVEN FROM THE DINNER TABLE 
BY SMOKE. 

Three engines rattled up in front of the 
Sherwood flats, at Fifth-avenue and Forty- 
fourth-street, at 7:15 last evening. A line of 
hose was quickiy attached to the engine of Com- 
pany No. 50 and was carried into the basement. 
The water was turned on and a solid stream was 
poured into the subcellar. People passing 
through the avenue stopped in front of the 
Sherwood and gazed inguiringly at it as if ex- 
pecting to see the people on the upper floors ap- 


ear at the windows and appeal for assistance, 
‘he fire started in the Jaundry, which is situated 
in the subcellar. There was a hot fire in the 
laundry stove. The pipe which led from the 
stove to the chimney fell. It was tull of soot, 
and the soot was on fire. It fell on a pile of 
kindling wood that had been carelessly placed 
where it would do the most harm. The fire was 
auickly communicated to the drying room, 
which adjoined the laundry. In this room was 
some clothing belonging to Mrs. Gale. It was 
promptly devoured by the flames. An attempt 
was made by some of the employes of the house 
to extinguish the fire. They tried to drown it 
with a garden hose, but the fire grew hotter and 
bigger under the tiny stream. Then a bucket 
brigade was organized, but the smoke became so0 
dense that the effort was useless. 

The smoke found its way through the many 
passages in the cellar and thence to the elevator. 
Many of the residents were at dinner when the 
fir-t whiff entered the dining room. Although 
dessert had not been served the tables were 
quickly deserted. Still there was no disorder ex- 
cept among some of the female servants. They 
lost their heads at the tirst alarm and, rushing 
up stairs, began throwing their belongings into 
their trunks asif the Sherwood were doomed. 
With some little difficulty their fears were quiet- 
ed, and they were induced to return to their 
duties. But one stream of water was turned on. 
It extinguished the fire and turned the laundry 
and drying room into a couple of miniature 
lakes. About $100 will cover the damages.

... THE BAPTIST MISSIONS. 


‘AD FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE HOME 
SOCIETY. 

SARATOGA, May 27.—The fifty-third an- 
nual report of the Executive Board of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society was 
presented at the meeting to-day, John B. Trevor, 
of New-York, presiding. The failure of John H. 
Deane, in April, 1884, is mentioned briefly. By 
it, the report says, the society will suffer a severe 
pecuniary loss. The society was a preferred 
creditor of the fourth class for whose benefit the 
assignment made special provision, but com- 


peremrey little will be realized from the estate. 
he year closed with a deficit of $117,988 28, the 
largest in the history of the society. The year 
began with a debt of $54,320 85. The principal 
items in theincrease are $30,616 $90 more than 
last year for missionaries and teachers’ salaries 
and $1,634 83 above this fund for the completion 
of school buildings tor the colored people and 
Indians. The addition to the debt has occurred 
because of failure to receive a legacy of $80,000 
which had been taken into the calculations at 
the begjnning of the year, but which legal 
advisers decided should be paid in installments 
of $2,000 each year for 15 years; of necessary en- 
largements of work, of unexpected expense 
in the erection of buildings, for which a large 
amount had been secured and designated; of 
a decrease of $33,264 48 in legacies as compared 
with the previous year, and of the general busi- 
ness depression of the year, which has unfavor- 
ably affected Christian beneficence. 

In view of.all these facts'the board in planning 
the work for the coming year have decided up- 
on a reduction aggregating 30 per cent. ‘ It is,” 
says the report, ‘*‘a bitter and painful thing. to 
do. In someof the most needy fields on this 
continent missionaries have been informed that 
their recall is inevitable. Large numbers must 
submit. to a reduction of salaries already too 
small, and many doubtless will be compelled to 
leave their fields. Most promising points in the 
West, pleading that missionaries be sent thither, 
must leit uncared for, while other denomina- 
tions, entering in, often receive their largest pe- 
cuniary and religious support from the Baptists 
in these places, and ultimately absorb many of 
them. Lamentable as these things are, conse- 
quent upon retrenchinent, no other course seems 
possible.” 

The afternoon meeting was crowded. Re- 
ports of work in various departments were sub- 
mitted, none advising retrenchment. The great

he future work is coming from. A committee 
of seven prominent business men from all parts 
of the country was appointed to make recom- 
mendations on the subject. At the evening ses-

PROPERTY THAT IS TAXED. 


TOTAL ASSESSED VALUATION OF REAL ES- 
TATE IN THE CITY $1,175,052,885. 

A report of the operations of the De- 
partment of Taxes and Assessments for the 
quarter ended March 31 last. dated April 10, yes- 
terday in the City Record saw light for the first 
time. During this quarter the annual record of 
assessed valuations of real and personal prop- 
erty for 1885 was made and opened for inspec- 
tion and correction. The total assessed valua- 
tion of taxable real estate for 1885 was $},175,- 
052,885, as against $1,119,761,597 for 1884, a net in- 


crease of $55,291,288. These figures, as well as 
those representing personal or which are 
not given, was subject to revision by reason of 
reductions which the Tax Commissioners are 
authorized to make. During the period covered 
by the report 467 applications were made for re- 
duction on the assessed valuations of real estate, 
842 for reduction of valuations of shareholders 
of banks, 5,759 for reduction of assessments of 
personal property of individuals, and 1734 state- 
ments of corporations. 

A statement in detail of the real estate exempt 
from taxation for 1885 in each ward of the city 
isincluded inthe report. This statement com- 
prises the name of owner or occupant of the 
property, size of lot, size of building, superficial 
feet in lot, purpose for which used, block 
number, ward number, street or ave- 
nue, assessed value, and reason for ex- 
emption. The assessed value of the proper- 
ty exempt in each ward is as follows: 
First, $20,471,500; Second, $1,022,000; Third, 
$8,579,000; Fourth, $3,627,000; Fifth, $940,500; 
Sixth, $82,320,000; Seventh, $1,440,500; Eighth, 
$1,261,700; Ninth, $3,044,160; Tenth, $1,188,000; 
Eleventh, $1,799,500; Twelfth, $49,613,200; Thir- 
teenth, ey : Fourteenth, $1,017,500; Fif- 
teenth, $2,223,000; Sixteenth, $2,282,500; Seven- 
teenth, $4,877,500; Eighteenth, $19,480,000; Nine- 
teenth, $56.018,500; Twentieth, $5,603,000; Twen- 
ty-first, $8,548,000; Twenty-second, $41,194,000; 

wenty-third, $1.184.000; Twenty-fourth, $2,873,- 
000; total, $265,864,690. 

Of this exempt property $178,894,060 represents 
that owned by the city, $12,640,000 that owned 
by the United States, $40,211,500 that owned by 
churches, and $83,948,500 that exempted by 
special acts, &c. During the quarter the Com- 
missioners remitted taxes of 1884 in 51 instances, 
the aggregate amount of such remissions being 
$8,594 32.

PARADE OF THE SABBATH SCHOOL CHIL-

There may be bridge openings and ele- 
vated railway openings and Decoration Days 
and other holidays by the score, but the day 
when all Brooklyn puts on its best clothes, ar- 
rays its chiidren in purple and fine linen, and 
elevates its newest flags is that set apart for the 
parade of the Sunday school chfldren.

OBITUARY. 


CHARLES ROGIER. 

Charles Rogier, the Belgian statesman, 
died in Brussels yesterday, baving almost com- 
pleted his eighty-fifth year. Of late years ho 
had lived in retirement, but for nearly 40 years 
he was the leading statesman of Belgium apd di- 
rected the policy of that monarchy. He was 
born of French parents at San Quentin on Aug. 
12, 1800, and studied law under his father, who 
wasaProfessor at the Liege Lyceum. In 1830, when 
the Belgian troubles began, Dr. Rogier formeda 
battalion of 300 citizens of Liege and entered 
Brussels at their head. With this battalion he 
protected the Hotel de Ville from pillage and 
then, with two of the insurgent chiefs, he formed 
the Provisional Government of Belgium. When 
the Congress assembled in the Fall of 
1880 Dr. Rogier announced himself in favor of 
a constitutional hereditary monarchy, and his 
views were adopted by the Congress. Under the 
new Government he was made Minister of the 
Interior, after having first served for a year as 
Governor of Anvers under King Leopold. While 
acting as Minister Dr. Rogier defended the Gov- 
ernment against the assaults of the people, who 
were clamoring for a republic, and_ established 
a number of railroads in Belzium, thus opening 
up the interior of the country to commerce. In 
1835 he resigned his portfolio, but in 1840 he was 
called again to public life, being eh 
at this time Minister of Public orks. 
He held this’ position for one ear, 
when he became identified with the Liberal 
movement in Belgium and, resigning his posi- 
tion, spent the next six years in fighting the 
Ministry. After this, in 1847, when the King 
came to the conclusion that it was good policy 
to conciliate the Liberal Party, Dr. Rogier was. 
again called to the Ministry. During the nexi 
five years he served as Minister of the Interior 
and Minister of War. He retired from_ public 
life in 1852, but in 1857 he again became Minister 
of the Interior, and after serving four years was 
made Secretary of State of Belgium. He held 
this position until 1868, when he retired, with 
his collearues, to make room for the Cabinet of 
Frdre-Orban. Since then Dr. Rogier had lived 
Ar at Brusseis, taking no partin public af- 

airs.

THE TONTINE LEGISLATIVE 

TEE’S BOOMERANG. 

York Daily Commercial Bulletin, 
May i. 

The New-York life insurance companies 
are to ve congratulated that the Tontine legis- 
lative committee have made a very bitter and 
hostile report against those companies. If a 
whitewashing report had been submitted the 
public would generally have believed that the 
original motive alleged for the creation of this 


committee had been gratified, namely, the 
making of money. [It is to be presumed that 
the companies will pay very little attention to 
this outrageous report, and for the following 
reasons: 

1. The committee was appointed by a body 
which refused to associate in the investigation 
the leading insurance expert of the State, against 
whose character and capacity no suspicion has 
ever n breathed. 

2. Because the committee conducted its inves- 
tigation for the three days during which it was 
engaged in a partisan and unseemly spirit, mak- 
ing it obvious to all that an adverse conclusion 
was desired by them. 

8. Because, on the expiration of the time given 
them by the Assembly that body emphatically 
refused to extend the time. and terminated the 
committee's labors, after a debate in which the 
argument was enforced that the committee 
were incapable of doing the work, and it was of 
no necessity to do it. 

4. Because, during that debate, the members 
of the committee urged as a reason for the ex- 
tension of their time that the evidenoe they had 
taken was only on one side, and that the other 
70 aaa the companies’—had not been 

eara, 

5. Because, after stating a number of conclu- 
sions, which even the evidence taken fails to sup- 
port, the only recommendation which this picked 
committee can make is that the companies be 
compelled to doa thing which they had already 
voluntarily done without any suggestions from 
the Legislature, namely, to give a surrender 
value on tontine policies, the semi-tontine form 
of policy adopted by the companies generally 
baving this feature in it; and 

Lastly, because the committee, having been vir- 
tually discharged, have no rignt to make a re- 
port: that it has not been submitted formally to 
the Legislature, and that it is obvious to all that 
ee would reject it tfit were sub- 
mitted.

ANOTHER GIRL SUICIDE 


————— 


PRETTY LIZZIE SPINLER’ SHOOTS 
HERSELF IN BROOKLYN. 
YESERTED BY HER LOVER SHE DOES NOT 
CARE TO LIVE LONGER—TWO YOUNG 

MEN ARRESTED BUT DISCHARGED. 


A remarkably pretty girl, Miss Lizzie 
Spinler, of No. 188 Gwinnett-street, Brooklyn, 
Eastern District, has for seven years been em- 
ployed in the tailoring establishment of Louis 
Dell, at No. 65 Walton-street, and her beauty 
brought her many suitors of her own station in 
life. The girl, whoa short time ago passed her 
twenty-second birthday, although very fond of 
amusement and attending parties and balls with 
many young men, never showed any marked 
preference for any of her suitors until about 
three years ago, when Eugene Ballay, a good- 
looking young man, who was supposed to be in- 
dependently well off and entirely above working 
for his living, appeared upon the sceneand at 
once made Jove to her. Her surrender was com- 
plete, and since that time the two young people 
have been “keeping company.” For a short 
time all apparently went well with the lovers, 
and then ugty stories got abroad about Ballay’s 
character. 

The young man was known to have extrava- 
gant tastes, was what was called “ fast,” and was 
not the kind of a lover to make a humble sewing 
girl his wife. But the intimacy between them 
was kept up, Lizzie absolutely refusing to accept 
“attentions” from any other suitor and de- 
voting all her leisure time to the society of her 
lover. A short time ago, it is said, Lizzie’s em- 
ployer spoke to her about Eugene’s previous 
manner of living, of his reputation, and warned 
her as she valued her honor to sever all connec- 
tion with him. The girl cried and promised to 
follow her kind-hearted employer's advice. 
Within the past few weeks Lizzie’s conduct 
nas been of the most variable kind. Some- 
times she was as gay, apparently, and 
licht-hearted as a child, while at others 
she was morose, cast down, and despondent. 
Some trouble, it was evident, was preying on 
her mind, and her behavior excited mucb com- 
ment among ‘er friends. On last Monday after- 
noon Lizzie went shopping in New-York with 
two friends, and never appeared happier in her 
lite. Just before returning to Brooklyn she 
had fer photograph taken, as she said her 
mother might want one of her. She returned to 
her friends’ house, in Wallabout-street, where 
she staid until about 7 o’clock, and then went 
away. 

She did not go home, however, and the first 
tidings her parents had of her was on Tuesday 
evening, when they got this note from her: 


DEAR MAMMA: Don’t be worried about me. I am 


all right. Will explain my absence and return to you 
on " LAZZIE. 
Where the girl staid in the meantime is not 
known, but on Tuesday she sent this note to 
Eugene, addressing bim at Turn Hall, on Meser- 


ole-street, where she knew he would get it: 
EUGENE: You will please be kind enough to see me 
to-night at 10 o’clock withvut fail, corner Unton- 
avenue, at the church, and if you want to see me 
betore call at the same place — we tye last night. 
By so doing you will oblige greatly yours always, 
LIZZIE. 


P. S.—Please, without fail. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock on Tuesday night, 
Ballay joined his sweetheart at the appointed 
place and together they went into Berger’s eat- 
fing saloon, No. 37 Union-avenue, with D. Web- 
gter Haines, of No. 57 Lynch-street, a chum of 
FEugene’s. Abouttwo hours were consumed in 
this place, during which, from all reports, Lizzie 
pleaded with her loverto marry her. He tried 
to conciliate her with evasive answers, anda 
stormy scene ensued. About what happened 
after 11 o’clock there is some doubt, but at any 
rate, just at midnight, the party left the saloon 
an@ walked slowly down Union-avenue. EKu- 
gene left the girl and his friend together after 
they had gone butashort distance, and saying 
that he had an engagement to attend to, started 
down South Fifth-street. He had not gone twent 
steps when Lizzie quietly drew a small pearl- 
handied revolver from her dress pocket, and, 
placing the muzzle against her left breast, be- 
fore her companion could interfere, pulled the 
trigger. The startling report attracted some be- 
lated pedestrians, who, on arriving at the corner, 
found the young girl lying gasping in Haines’s 
arms, a small stream of blood welling up from 
the self-intlicted wound. The unfortunate girl 
was assisted back to the entrance tothe restau- 
rant she had left, where a chair was given her, 
and she sank into it dying. 

When Ambulance Surgeon Dimon arrived she 
bad breathed her last, without having uttered a 
word from thetime the fatal shot was fired. 
Her body was tuken to the Stagg-street police 
station, and Officers Trenchard and Sprague ar- 
rested Bullay and Hainer, taking them to the 
same precinct. Both men were very reticent 
about the immediate cause of the suicide, say- 
ang that it wus the result of a love affair. 
Eugene told the Sergeant that Lizzie had asked 
him to continue to visit her, and that he had 
said that he would. Hainer said that there was 
ascene ir the restaurant, but he didn’t know 
What it was about. The body of the unfortu- 
mate girl remained in the station all night, and 
yesterday morning, by permission of Coroner 

esse, was removed to her parents’ home. 
Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Spinler could suggest any 
other reason for the girl’s suicide than that her 
lover deserted her. They are heartbroken, but 
steadfastiy assert that Lizzie was as pure and 
goodasan angel. Tne pistol she used was an 
ornamental one of 22 calibre. 

Mary Wolf, of No. 177 Harrison-avenue, one of 
the dead girl’s friends, said yesterday that Lizzie 
had carried the revolver for some weeks, and on 
ope or two occasions had said to her that she in- 
tended some day to kill herself withit. Mary 
had never been able to induce her friend to talk 
about Ballay. Ballay, who lives at No. 3338 
South Third-street, and Hainer, his friena, are 
well known in the Sixteenth Ward as fast young 
men, a little too fond of spending money. 
Hallay’s father is reputed to be rich, and for a 
Bhort time past Eugene has been employed in 
the glass business. He had $225 in his pocket 
“when arrested, and, with his friend, was held for 
examination. While there is nothing apparently 
to support and everything to contradict the the- 
ory, yet there are those who talk of murder as 
the cause of death and refuse to believe the sui- 
cide story. 

Coroner Hesse held an inquest yesterday after- 
noon at which both Ballay and his friend testi- 
fied that there had been no quarrel in the res- 
taurant. The conversation between Ballay and 
tne girl had not been ‘“‘exactly pleasant,’’ they 
said, but no open quarrel bad occurred. Mary 
Woif, the dead giri’s friend, said that when 
Lizzie was 16 years old she was very much 
in love with a young man who. disap- 

eared one dayj without an hour’s warning. 
"Lizzie was greatly affected over her lover's de- 
gertion, and for a time it was thought she would 
Jose her reason. Lizzie, Mary said, had showed 
ther the revolver with which she killed herself a 
tew days ago,and said that a friend, whose 
mame she had sworn not to reveal, had given it 
tte her. The jury rendered a verdict that the 
girl had committed suicide, and the Coroner 
therefore discharged Ballay and Hainer from 
custody.

REPUDIATED GEORGIA BONDS. 





OPPOSED TO ALLOWING SAVINGS BANKS 
TO INVEST IN THE STATE’S SECURITIES, 

William Post, Deputy-Attorney-General 
ofthis State, was at the office of Russell, Denni- 
son & Latting, in the Mutual Life Building, 
yesterday afternoon, prepared to hear those op- 
posed to construing the Jaw so that the recently 
issued $3,500,000 of 5 ver cent. Georgia State 
bonds might be invested in by savings banks in 
this State. The opposition comes from the hold- 
ers of the $8,000,000 of Georgia bonas repudiated 
In 187% Among those present were ox-Govy. 
Bullock, of Georgia; Judge O. A. Lochrane, of 
Atlanta, former Chief-Justice of Georgia; Col. 
R. A. Crawford, of Atlanta, and Dr. William F. 
Drake, Henry Clews, and Gen. Avery, of this 
city, all opposed to the plan and in favor of 
Georgia redeeming her credit, and Frederick 


Wolff, who controls the new bonds. Patrick Cal- 
houn, the Atilunta lawyer representing Mr. 
Wolff, was not present, and on this account an 
adjournment was asked. 

Mr. Clews was on his feet in an instant. He 
charged that Mr. Calhoun’s appearance before 
the Attorney-General at Albauy was a surrepti- 
tious proceeding, and was only heard of b 
holders of the repudiated bonds through a squi 
in a Georgia paper. Mr. Post said he tnought 
Mr. Clews mistaken. An application was made 
to the Superintendent of the Banking Depart- 
ment for savings banks to receive the Georgia 
bonds. Mr. Calhoun had come before the At- 
torney-General as an advisory matter, and it 
was not known at the time that there was any, 
opposition. The Attorney-General wanted all 
the facts. 

** We have been waiting patiently 12 years for 
our money,” said Mr. Clews, “and no body of 
creditors was ever so lenient as those of the State 
of Georgia.” 

Mr. Post said he wished to know the relations 
between Henry Clews & Co. and the State of 
Georgia, when he would be wiiling to havea 
hearing adjourned, as requested, until June 20. 
Mr. Clews therefore made a statement. His 
firm, he said, had never been agents for the 
State of Georgia, acting as bankers and brokers 
only. The agent of the State was the Fourth 
National Bank of this city. His firm received 
no bonds except as collateral, advancing money 
to the State as it was needed, At one time he 
had advanced $1,650.000 on the quarterly gold 
bonds. The firm had $102,000 of the bonds when 
they were repudiated. 

Ex-Gov. Bullock said he‘ did not undertake to 
draw the difference between a fiscal agent and 
a banker and broker. The Fourth National 
Bank, when he was Governor and the bonds 
were issued, paid the interest on them and rep- 
resented the State. The bonds were placed with 
Henry Clews to market and advance money on. 
*T will say,” he said, “tbat every dollar secured 
on this sale or pledge has been received by the 
State. It was expressly agreed that the firm 
should hold the balance of bonds in their hands 
as security for advances made.” 

Mr, Clews has written a letter to Mr. Post, de- 
tailing the repudiation of the bonds and its re- 
sult, in which he gives the following list of the 
holders with the amount of each: The Metro- 
politap Savings Bank, $100,000 of the 7 per cent. 
Georgia goid bonds, bought at about par; the 
Brooklyn Trust Company, $100,000; the Union 
Trust Company, $100,000, and the Commercial 
Warehouse Company, between $300,000 and 
$400,000, and the repudiation caused the failure 
of thatinstitution. The New-York State Loan 
and Trust Company—Henry A. Smyth President 
—also had $100,000 of the bonds, which loss was 
largely instrumental in causing the collapse of 
that concern. The Broadway National Bank 
holds $200,000 of the bonds, which they loaned 
$180,000 upon and took as collateral, Morton, 


Bliss & Co., Morris K. Jesup, Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co., D. A. Boody, George Morgan, son- 
in-law of J. 8. Morgan, of London; J. Bowman 


Johnson & Co., Richard Irvin & Co., L. Von 
Hoffman & Co., and many other firms hold con- 
siderable amounts of these bonds, and Mr. Clews 
has $2,500,000 of them.

CAPT, AYLWARD WAS NOT THERE. 





HE DENIES IN PERSON ALL CONNECTION 
WITH RIEL 


Capt. Alfred Aylward, whom an Asso- 
ciated Press “dispatch from London, in yester- 
day's papers, charged with having incited Riel’s 
revolt, isin this city. Hesays that the London 
story, with one or two trifling exceptions, 18 ut- 
terly untrue. That story alleged that Aylward 
arrived in London from New-York in January 
last; that he then went to Paris for the purpose 
of furthering a movement among the French 
population of Canada for separation from Great 
Britain; that both at London and Paris he boast- 
ed that he would soon again prove a thorn in the 
side of the British Government, and that in 
March, on sailing for New-York from Havre, he 
gave his address as St. Paul, Minn. The story 


followed his fortunes to the Northwest and took 
him into Dakota with 36 armed men and three 
muie teams, provisioned for 30 days. Afterward 
it was, according to the story, his hand that 
directed Riel at Batoche and elsewhere. 

*T was charged with being ‘Number One,’ ”’ 
said Capt. Aylward, ‘and now I am mixed up 
with Riel’srebellion. Thetruthk is that I haven't 
been in London for four years. When I was 
there I wrote for severai journals over my own 
name, so that the time I left can be easily fixed. 
Last Winter I was in North Carolina. I left 
there for this city on Jan. 16 on business con- 
nected with some mining property in that sec- 
tion, and have since then been here. I never 
knew Gen. Mullen, with whom I am said to have 
gone west from St. Paul. I never owned a mule 
and was never in St. Paul. The nearest I came 
to relations with Riel was when the managing 
editor of a newspaper in this city offered to send 
me as correspondent from Riel’s side. I was 
about to start when the account came of Riel’s 
defeat. 

“The only true items in the dispatch relate to 
my going to Africa in 1868 because I wasin 
danger of assassination from members of the 
Brotherhood, and to my demand in April, 1883, 
for an investigation of the charges on which I 
was pursued 20 years before. That demand was 
made in this city, because the scoundrels who 
had attempted my life were then here. They 
were too cowardly to give me a hearing or to 
state their charges. Since that time I have fre- 
quently appeared on platforms at public meet- 
ings and have fully justified myself, as I had 
done abroad, for everything lever did. Nowa 
new siander crops out. In Dublin, in 1868, I 
heard there was a man going about with my 
name making mischief. I wonderif he could 
have started up again. ‘That is the only way I 
can explain it, if the dispatch from London was 
honestly meant.”

THE SUIT AGAINST MR. WINANS. 





THE PLAINTIFF INTRODUCED AS HIS WIFE 


IN A BOARDING HOUSE. 
Ex-Mayor Latrobe, of Baltimore, ac- 
companied Ross R. Winans to Referee Nash's 
office yesterday morning, and sat during the 
proceedings with Messrs. Choate, Carter, and 
Ledyard, the local counsel for the young Balti- 
more millionaire. The plaintiff, who brings suit 
as Alice Winans, was attendea by her blue-eyed 
sister, by Mrs. Sarah A. Thorne, who keeps a 
boarding house at No. 750 Fifth-avenue, and by 
ex-Judge George M. Curtis, who succeeds D. M. 
Porter as counsel on that side of the case. 

As this was ex-Judge Curtis's first appearance 
in the proceedings he followed up the announce- 
ment of his engagement as counsel by asking 
that reporters be admitted to the proceed- 
ings, but the Referee denied his request. For 
two hours the plaintiff submitted to cross-ex- 
amination by Mr. Choate. He questioned her 
specially about the paper she had signed at Bal- 
timore releasing all claims on Winans for $20,000. 
His manifest purpose was to draw from her that 
she considered that full requital for her griev- 
ances. She insisted that she had signed the pa- 
per under a misapprehension, having been ad- 
vised by William Schiey, the lawyer to whom 
she took her case at Baltimore, that she was not 
Winans’s wife. She was not informed of her 
real legal status, she said, until 1879, a year after 
her separation from O’Keefe. She learned it 
then from a lawyer of this city, at whose house 
she was living as governess. The rest of the 
cross-examination brought out nothing new. 
lt was admitted by Winans’s lawyers, and made 
part of the record, that he had been twice mar- 
ried since his relations with the plaintiff. The 
redirect examination will begin on Wednesday 
next, to which time the hearing was adjourned. 
After that Mrs. Thorne will be called for the 
plaintiff. Her story will be that on June 26, 
1871, when she had a boarding house at No. 19 
West Twenty-fourth-street, Winans called on 
her. He said he had just returned from Europe 
with his wife,and that he wanted rooms and 
board for her and himself. She would be there 
all the time, but he would not. He took pains 
to explain that they were married, and why he 
was to be away part of the time.

TO KEEP THE CITY CLEAN. 

ELE CE 
EXTRA PRECAUTIONS TO BE TAKEN TO PRE- 

VENT THF SPREAD OF DISEASE, 

The Mayor, Health Commissioners Shaler 
and Johnson, and Deputy Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning Seaboid spent an hour in the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon discussing 
methods of extra street cleaning this Summer, 
for which $150,000 has been provided. Commis- 
sioner Coleman’s plan of 100 extraservice routes, 
with extra carts and laborers, was taken up and 
discussed at length. Gen. Shaler thought it a 
good plan as far as it went, but believed that it 
did not go far enough. 
“Tne filth of New-York,” said Gen. Shaler, 
“is out of sight. The streets were never as 
clean as they are now, and they area great deal 
cleaner than the habitations along them. The 
present contractors would remove all the ashes 
and garbage if it was placed on the sidewalk, as 
it should be. The thing for us to do, if.we want 
to get the full benefit of this extra appropria- 
tion, is to get this stuff out into the street where 
the cartmen can get atit. I would suggest that 
two or three men be appointed toeach of these 
extra districts to visiteach house in advance of 
the arrival of the cart, and warn the people to 
bring the ashes and garbage out to the 
sidewalk. An alarm mignt be given by these 
men ringing bells or #houting in the halls of the 
houses. The people would come to understand 
that that meant bring out the garbage. If they 
would not or did not do this, the Inspectors 
should disinfect the places from which the gar- 
bage wus taken with disinfectants, which the 
Health Department would be glad to furnish.” 
Gen. Shaler drew up a resolution embodying 
his suggestion, but at the request of the Deputy 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning it was laid over 
until a meeting which will be held this after- 
noon, in order that he might consult with Com- 
missioner Coleman. 
Fire Commissioner Purroy’s letter offering the 
use of fire engines for pumping water with which 
to flusk the streets and gutters in streets near 
the rivers during the night was read. ‘I wish,” 
said Gen. Shaler, **that we could avail ourselves 
of the opportunity now presented to adopta 
scheme for the permanent use of salt water for 
sanitary purposes. It would cost little tolaya 
six-inch iron pipe from therivers to the tene- 
ment house @istricts, with hydrants at conven- 
ient points. The powerful engines of the Fire 
Departiment could be used to force water into 
the pipe, and the Street-cleaning Department 
could attach short lines of hose and flush all the 
streets in the districts.” 
Mr. Purroy'’s offer was accepted, and he was 
asked to confer with Commissioner Coleman con- 
cerning the time and place for beginning the 
work of flushing the streets with salt water.

THE FERRY TO BAY RIDGE, 


THE SEA BEACH COMPANY TRYING TO KEEP 

ITS SHARE OF THE PASSENGERS. 
The Staten Island Rapid Transit Compa- 
ny 1s bound to maintain a ferry between the foot 
of Whitenall-street and Bay Ridge. Last Sum- 
mer it run its boats to the wharf of the Long 
Island or Manhattan Beach Railroad Company, 
south of Sixty-fifth-street, Bay Ridge. This 
service was discontinuedin September, when the 
New-York and Sea Beach Railway Company 
undertook to maintain the ferry throughout the 
Winter and Spring, paying the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Company the sum which the lat- 
ter was bound to pay the city, and also $100 a 
month for the privilege of running its boats to 
its own pier, just north of Sixty-fifth-street, Bay 
Ridge, instead of tothe Manhattan Beach pier. 
Several days ago the Rapid Transit Company 
notified the Sea Beaci officials that it would to- 
day begin to operate the ferry on its own behalf, 
and run its boatsto the Manhattan Beach pier, 
under an agreement with the Long Island Rail- 
road Company. 

As the result of this would be to deprive the 
Sea Beach Company of the patronage of met 
Island pleasure-seekers coming from Whitehall- 
street, its attorney, E. Ellery Anderson, yester- 
Gay applied to Judge Lawrence, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, for an injunction to restrain 
the Rapid Transit Company trom running boats 
tothe Manhattan Beach pier. The ground of 
the application was that, as the ordinance of the 
Common Council provided for a ferry to the 
footof Sixty-fifth-street, Bay Ridge, the ferry 
could not be operated to the Manhattan Beach 
pier, that being south of Sixty-fifth-street. 

Judge Lawrence took the papers. Mr. Ander- 
son asked that, pending his decision, he would 
restrain the Rapid ‘lransit Company from stop- 
ping the entrance of the Sea Beach Company's 
boats into its Whitehall-street slip, and also 
from running its own boats to the Manhattan 
Beach pier at Bay Ridge. This was granted, the 
Sea Beach Company giving a five-thousand- 
dollar bond to cover possible damages to the 
Rapid Transit Company. 


FEEDING FOWLS BY MACHINERY. 

A French fowl fattening apparatus was 
exhibited yesterday afternoon at an establish- 
ment in West-street, and its mode of operation 
was illustrated. About a dozen old hens were 
placed in a revolving circular pen contain- 
ing individual stalls, to which the birds were 
fastened by one leg, with their heads projecting 
outward and over the edge of the stall. Con- 
tiguous to the pen was a receptacie which con- 
tained a thick, watery food under a high degree 
of pressure. A rubber tube was connected with 
the tank, and on the end of the tube was a 
small brass faucet which opened and shut 
with a little lever, after the manner of a 
seltzer bottie. The operator seized a chicken by 
the head and neck, and while it flapped about 
and struggled to free itself, rammed the faucet in 
its mouth and pressed the lever. The hen did 
not say anything, but she did not look pleased. 
Then the pen was revolved to the next flow], and 
the operation repeated. The manipulator of the 
faucet says that, though fow)s sometimes object 
to the feeder at first, they soon learn. to like it 
and anticipate its use with delight. The ma- 
chines are in use in France, England, and Ger- 
many. 


MRS. HEALY SEEKS REVENGE. 
Mrs. Ellen Healy, of No. 228 West Forty- 
seventh-street, was fined $10 in the Yorkville 
court yesterday for assaulting Miss E., J. McKib-

TEN DAYS FOR A MAN WHO WANTED TO 
JUMP FROM THE BRIDGE. 

The last cent which Matthew Dougherty 
possessed he spent yesterday morning to gain 
admission to the promenade of the Brooklyn 
bridge. He walked out as far as the first stair- 
way, where the solid masonry ceases and the 
frame work begins. Here he jumped the railing 


to the west-bound railroad track and hurriediy 
climbed over the stone partition into the road- 
way, justin time to escape being struck by a 
passing car, whose passengers and guard were 
worked up toa high pitch of excitement by his 
perilous position. Then he sat down on the 
roadway, pulled off bis coat, vest, and shoes, 
and started toward Brooklyn. Policeman James 
Cash, who rescued Gustav Fleischer from death 
on Monday, overhauled him just before he 
reached the New-York tower and asked him 
where be was going. “I’m looking for the 
water,” was the cheerful answer. “I’m going 
to jump into it from the bridge.” The officer 
took Dougherty to the Bridge Police Station, 
and trom there to Justice Wa!sh's court. 

“You wanted to make $500, as Fleischer did. 
Isn’t that true?’ asked the Justice. 

Dougherty said he did not know who Fleischer 
was. He had heard of Odlum’s jumpand seen 
his picture, but had never been told about any 
one else. He explained that he had been ona 
long spree, and thought that he was at home and 

oing to bed when he began undressing on the 

ridge. Justice Walsh-sentenced him to 10 days’ 
imprisonment for drunkenness, At the Ray- 
mond-Street Jail a man was put with him in his 
cell to see that he did himself no harm. 

The parents of Dougherty live at No. 481 West 
Thirty-fifth-street. e is, according to his 
mother’s statement, 19 years old and unmarried. 
He is a marble cutter by trade, but is shiftiess 
and an inveterate drinker. He had not been 
home since Monday, but as it was a common 
thing for him to be away for days ata time on 
his sprees no one worried over him. Dougherty 
has been arrested before for drunkenness, and 
was once confined in Bellevue Hospital as an in- 
ebriate patient.

FIFTEEN HUNDRI-D MEN MARCH PAST THE 
REVIEWING STAND. 


The ennual parade of the Police Depart- 
ment took place yesterday. About 1,500 of the 
2,862 men of the force formed in line at the Bat- 
tery at 3 o’clock, and began their march up 
Broadway with four bands of music under Gil- 
more playing inspiring airs. The force was 
divided into four battalions, each commanded 
by an Inspector. Sixty mounted police, with 
Superintendent Walling and his staff, rode at 


the head of the column. Gilmore’s full band, 
with musicians from the Twelfth =oemens 
Band, was divided among the four battalions, 
composed of 32 companies. There were 100 
pieces and 32 drummers inthe bands. The pro- 
cession marched by companies, 25 men abreast, 
making an imposing appearance, 

immense crowds lined both sidesof Broadway. 
When the procession reached Wall-street the 
brokers cheered Inspector Byrnes, Capt. Will- 
iams, and Capt. McDonnell. Capt. Williams was 
frequently applauded on the march. In lower 
Broadway a man in a window of the United

On reaching the New-York Hotel, the point 
reached by the workmen laying the Broadway 
surface road, the procession turned into Waver- 
ley-place and marched up Fifth-avenue to Seven- 
teenth-street, thence to Union-square, where a 
multitude of spectators had collected. The 
windows of the great buildings around the 
— were filled with sightseers, many of 
whom were ladies. On the veranda of the cottage 
looking out on the Plaza, which was used asa re- 
viewing stand, were the invited guests. Mayor 
Grace, with the white flag of the city flying, 
gazed on the upturned faces before him. Around 
the Mayor were fifty persons of more or less note. 
Among them were the members of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, all the Coroners except one, 
Police Justices Duffy, Gorman, and Patterson, 
Commissioner Partridge, of Brooklyn; Mayor 
Smith, of Philadelphia; Col. Clark, of the Sev- 
enth Regiment; Dr. Howard Crosby, Gen. H. C.
